THE COMMONS AND PALESTINE 


AT the end of last week the COLONIAL Secretary had once again 
to face in Parliament the invidious and impossible task of justifying 
the Government’s White Paper policy for Palestine. Only a few 
weeks had elapsed, as he reminded the House of Commons, since 
the previous Parliamentary discussion on the White Paper. Yet 
already, besides the difficulties of making out a case for this 
immoral and pernicious measure, Mr. MACDONALD had to seek to 
excuse the evil results which had followed swiftly upon its issuance. 


No wonder that from several quarters there were expressions of 


sympathy with the Colonial Secretary—a sympathy which would 
have been more pronounced had not Mr. MACDONALD combined 
in his contributions to the discussion an almost cynical sophistry 
with remarks which could almost be interpreted as threats to the 
Jewish Agency and indeed to the Jewish people in general. 

A great deal of his bitterness, he gave the impression, centred 
round the so-called “ illegal ’’ Jewish immigration into Palestine. 


This anger of his may, of course, have reflected his own uneasy 


conscience at the arbitrary curtailment of immigration permits so 
as to make those that abide by the regulations suffer for those who 
do not. But in all his arguments, he has consistently evaded the 
fundamental issue—that the White Paper policy itself, by breaking 
the solemn pledgés in the Balfour Declaration and the Mandate 
and plannimg so to limit Jewish immigration that the whole project 
of a Jewish National Home should be impossible of realisation, 
constitutes a gross breach of faith, an “illegality ’’ which, true 
to its character, can only breed retaliatory or defensive disregard 
for law and order, When good faith is. demolished, there can 
be no durable political regime and only a plain invitation to all 
to seek their ends by their wits or by force. How absurd in 
these circumstances, how wicked, to attempt to throw responsibility 
on the “Jewish Authorities ’’—to use Mr. MACDONALD’S vague 
term—for this “illegal ’’ immigration! How grossly unfair to 
invoke their help to stop Jews fleeing from torture and death from 


entering the country in which Great Britain invited the Jewish 


people to establish a Nationaa Home! 

Mr. MacDONALD must know only too well—for it springs 
from the principles of Democracy—that what authority such a 
body as. the Agency enjoys derives from the free support of the 
Jewish people and that thts would vanish the moment an attempt 
were made to line up with the Palestine Administration in its man- 


hunt of He must also be aware that the 


ee ui amongst the Jewish people has been seriously impaired, 


because the Zionists in office have based their policy on 
acquiescence, to the extreme point, in British Government plans 
and, projects. And this very acquiescence, it is now quite 
understandably being argued, has led to a state of affairs in which 
the Zionists are to be rewarded for their compliance by having the 
growth of the Jewish National Home abruptly stopped in a few 
years. And that part of it which has by that time been created by 
Jewish blood and Jewish treasure condemned to the very ghetto 
status which Zionism was created to liquidate ! 

The one contribution which Mr. MACDONALD was able to offer 
to the debate was a promise that if the Council of the League 
reached a decision on the White Paper policy which would, 
in the Government’s view, necessitate an alteration of 
the Mandate the House would be given a further opportunity 
for discussion. This is the least that respect for the House would 
assure. And in that case, it will be well to remember that Mr. 
MACDONALD has persistently asserted that the White Paper is not 
a breach of the Mandate. The able speeches of Mr. Tom WILLIAMS 
and others who sought to prevent any attempt at delaying publica- 
tion of the Permanent Mandates Commission’s Report, though 
they secured the promise referred to, also elicited some dark 


phrases from Mr. MacDONALD which seemed to hint that the | 


League, in its present anemic condition, could be subjected to the 
fullest pressure which the British Government can exert on a body 
that was once a free and independent international trustee of the 
Palestine Mandate—an imiteresting reflection on that two-sided 
policy, appeasement and force. 


A valuable speech was made by fr. Durr Cooper, who, with 


. that manly honesty and shrewd vision for which he is becoming 


famous, told the Government that they should summon up the 
courage to take the straightforward path, face the JéWish world 
position and Palestine as a whole and boldly declare their intention 
to go through with the implementing of their pledges by making a 
real National Home for the Jews in Palestine. Other speakers, 
too, suggested that this, pursued in conjunction with a policy of 
establishing some sort of Federation of States, so as to reinsure 


the civil and religious rights of non-Jewish communities in the 


land, could be carried out with no serious opposition on the 
part of the Arab powers. 

To Mr. Cooprer’s main proposals, for honest and honourable 
action, the Colonial Secretary could only reply by conjusing up the 
old bogy of the hostility of the Arab States. It is an old excuse 
which has ‘been employed many times by those who have been 
anxious to hamstring the Jewish National Movement in Palestine. 
Actually, there is not an Krab State, whatever Arab politicians 
may threaten when bargaining, that would be deflected in its 
foreign policy by’ a course such as Mr. Cooper advocated-— 
especially if coupled with a scheme of federation, as already men- 


tioned above and which has been Sggeenty sponsored in these 


columns. 

But if repercuss.ons outside Palestine ‘are to weigh so heavily 
with the Government’s policy, they might well consider how much 
influence a breach of faith contained in the White Paper has had 
in impeding President -Rooseve_t’s Neutrality Legislation. A 
prominent Senator, a non-Jew, who has carried much weight in 
opposing the President on this issue, recently made some caustic 
comments on the British Government's policy and showed plainly 
that indications of bad faith like the White Paper had not been 
without their effect in inducing him to take the line he had done. 
Here we see how the White Paper, which is a negation of right and 
justice, damages British interests in the world at large. 

One thing becomes increasingly plain. The vigorous fight 


| against the Government’s White Paper policy is in reality a fight 


against a step which will prove of the utmost disservice, if no} 
danger, to Great Britain and the Empire. Those who are opposing 
this iniquitous measure, which disregards entirely the rights and 


interests of the Jewish people and sets aside all calls of 


humanity, know full well that they are opposing a policy which 
constitutes a weakening of British prestige and an undermining of 
trust in a British Government’s pledge. Once again Britain's 
interests and Zionist objectives march side by side. Only political 
blindness, or stubborn short-sighted opportunism, can hold the 


Government to its present course. Mr. St_verRMan, in dis forth-,

NOTES OF THE WEEK 


REFUGEES: SOME PROGRESS 

The latest reports seem to indicate that a firmer grip is being taken 
Last week we had the British Government's 
announcement of their willingness to give direct financial aid towards 
the settlement of refugees on condition that other Governments did 


' Jikewise, and the invitations sent by President Roosevelt to several 


of the officers of the Evian Committee meet him in conference 
next September. These invitations, it is now learned, have been extended 


to all Yke Governments represented on the Committee, while the 


Committee's five Vice-Chairmen are also expected to attend. Further, 
the creation of a new body, the Co-ordinating Foundation, is imminent, 
with a capital of £200,000. It will have the task of investigating 
possible places of settlement and negotiating with Governments. This 
looks like a real step forward. But what is not clear is whether the 
functions of the Foundation do not conflict with those of the Evian 
Committee. It will be remembered that Earl Lytton, in the recent 
House of Lords debate on the subject, called for the setting up of a 
body of experts with duties similar to those of the Foundation. The 
Council of the latter organisation—a very important group—consists 
in the main of philanthropists, ambassadors, financiers, and other 
distinguished public men, most of whom have expert knowledge, as 
well as connections, in their respective spheres. The remainder, it must 
be assumed, have been chosen as links with private organisations, or 
public opinion, in their own countries, One must hope that the size 
of the Council—it consists of nearly twenty members—will not 
militate against speed and efficiency, both of which are of urgent 
importance in the present situation. | 


POSSIBLE PLACES OF SETTLEMENT 


As is well known, a number of possible settlement places have already 
been inquired into, and reports on Northern Rhodesia, San Domingo, 
and the Philippines were considered by the Evian Committee at its 
meeting last week. Dutch Guiana has also been investigated. The 
French Government is going to inquire into the prospects in New 
Caledonia, and there is, of course, the report on British Guiana, which 
is public property. The Foundation may find hopeful opportunities in 
some of the higher regions of that territory, not so far fully explored, 
and the refugee organisations have formulated tentative proposals for 
experimental settlements. There are other large tracts for settlement 
which should not be ruled out. In an article last week, the Britisu 
AUSTRALIAN AND NEW ZEALANDER pleaded strongly for the admission 
of Jewish refugees into Australia. There are multitudes of white 
people, it said, and particularly the Jewish and other refugees, who 
are in dire need of living space—now. Australia, it urged, can provide 
that space and should do so. “It is her bounden duty—a duty which 
it would be to her advantage, if net her pleasure, to perform.” 
Large-scale settlements are indeed indispensable, but they mean 
money. The £200,000 capital of the Foundation can help in the 
investigation of territories, but no more. Other limited assistance may 
come from private sources, and some from Governments. One 
could wish that Germany would do her’ fair share too. It is 
true, we believe, that Herr Wohltat has promised to recommend 


his Government to allow emigrants to take 25 per cent.. of their” 


assets with them—presumably in the form of goods—but whether 
that will amount to very much after the progressive impoverishment 
of German Jewry, including the £40,000,000 of which, up till March 
last, they had been robbed in the way of a fine for the November 
pogroms, is unhappily in doubt. 


FISHING IN TROUBLED WATERS 

- ‘Tue revelations made by Rabbi Dr. L. Rabinowitz in THe Jewisu 
CHRONICLE last week as to the predatory activities of certain missionary 
societies among little Jewish children must have excited the indignation 
and disgust of all who read them, It is astonishing that while the 
hearts of all decent men and women, Jewish and non-Jewish, have 
gone out in broadest sympathy to the victims of Nazi thuggery, these 
societies should seek to capitalise the Jewish sufferings in the interests of 
their Own conversionist designs. The Rabbi wrote of one missionary 
organisation which has over fifty Jewish children from Czecho- 
Slovakia in its care, but which has refused to honour its promise that 
they would be released. With the exception of one who has been 
rescued, all the children remain, and are taught the Christian faith 
and taken regularly to church, despite the opposition of* parents, the 


position taken up being that the children having been saved physically | 


there is also a duty to save them spiritually by having them baptised. 


- Jt"is, as Dr. Rabinowitz says, a return to the old medieval tradition 


which offered men their lives at the expense of their faith. 


As might have been expected, this conduct, as indifferent to the parents’ 
feelings as it is inexpressibly mean towards the helpless children, has 
shocked right-thinking Christians, from the Bishops to local clergy. 


But the missionary ies are independent organisations, and there- 
fore free from external interference. Have the Jews of this country, how- 
ever, nothing to reproach themselves for in this sad business? Again and 
again have appeals been made for homes in which these children 
could be reared in the traditions of their creed. If these appeals are 
to be ignored, at least part of the blame for what will follow will lic 
on the heads of those who could help, but who refuse. 


TWO STORIES Se 

TH: first concerns a Jew who was to give evidence at Manchester 
Assizes, but who found, when about to take the oath, that he had 
left his hat in his car. The Judge, Mr. Justice Stable, asked if another 
was available, and as no one replied he handed the witness his own 
“three-cornered black felt hat,” with the remark: “Use mine!” 
Behold in this little incident the perfaet expression of Egglish tolerance 
and courtesy! The second story we take from the columns of the 
London EveNING News. It tells of a Jewish militiaman who is 
represented as arriving at the depot with a complete barber's outfit, 
“blandly ” informing the regimental barber that he was a trained 
hairdresser, and asking if he could start as hairdresser on 
the following Monday. The Eveninc News adds the comment that 
“this representative of a race famous for its business enterprise got 
his answer—in no uncertain terms.” We regret that we cannot apply 
to this tale the same eulogium as Mr. Justice Stable richly earned. Quite 
apart from the possibility that the recruit in question may have merely 
had in mind the idea of making himself useful, and without payment, 
in work of which he had expert knowledge—a possibility that the 
wording of the story does not rule out—there was no reason for 
dragging in a sneer at the whole Jewish people. It may or may not be 
a source of satisfaction to our contemporary that it has provided 
welcome “copy” for the Fascist organ in this country, which repro- 
duced the story conspicuously in its columns. 


A CONTEMPORARY’S JEW OBSESSION 


UNFORTUNATELY, this is not the only lapse of the kind of which our — 


contemporary has recently been guilty, It has seen fit, for instance, 
to announce the coming of Jewish refugees in this country under 


such captions as “ More Jews: Another 400 Arriving this Week,” or . 


“ Still More Jews: Another 340 Arriving this week.” No other news- 
paper, to our knowledge, has indulged in such headlines when report- 
ing the movements of the unhappy exiles, and it is impossible to believe 
that the paper in question is oblivious of their effect in awakening 
prejudice not only against refugees but against the whole Jewish Com- 
munity of this country. One other example of the same trend in 
the EvENING News reports. Last Monday the paper carried a report 
of a case at Fishguard, in which Richard Cohen, of Cork, was charged 
with. possessing explosives with intent to endanger life and property. 
The newspaper seized on the name, and headed its report with the 
words “ Mr. Cohen, of Cork.” Nothing was thereby added to the 
story. As humour, it was feeble. And we can therefore only regard 
it as one further example of an obsession which is as mischievous as 
it is wantonly offensive to the paper’s many Jewish readers. If any 
humour is to be found in all this practice, it is in the light it casts on the 
persistent Fascist allegation that the Jews control the British Press. If 
this “race, famous for its business enterprise,” can get no more 
out of its control than these pin-pricks in the EVENING News, then 
either the control story is a lie, or the supposed business enterprise 


of the Jews is a delusion. The fact is, of course, that, as Lord Camrose 


has shown conclusively in his recent pamphlet, Jewish control of the 
British Press is non-existent, and that supposed business enterprise 
is a woeful exaggeration. |

A UNITED SYNAGOGUE “* CRISIS” 


From Mr. AARON WRIGHT 


To the Editor of Tue Jewisu CHRonicie 


_ Sir.—tIt is very necessary that members of the United Synagogue and 
the Community generally should clearly yunderstand what has caused the 
“ crisis” involving the resignation of the Mion. Officers. 

It was generally agreed that energetic efforts. should be made to provide 
religious facilities for our German brethren in the Metropolis. But the 
particular proposals put forward by the Officers were considered quite 
unacceptable by the overwhelming majority of the Council. Accordingly, 
it was repeatedly suggested in the course of the debate that the matier 
should go back to the Executive Committee for reconsideration, to sce 
whether an agreed scheme could not be arrived at (which is still the course 
that ought to be adopted). This eminently reasonable proposition did not 
induce the Officers to withdraw their threat of resignation, but the threat 
had no effect because a vital issue of religious principle was at stake. 

The Hon. Officers were asking for authority to organise separate non- 
statutory: services for German refugees on Friday evenings at a fixed time 
throughout. the year. It was felt very strongly that such concentration of 
German Jews might give rise to serious anti-Semitic agitation; and that far 
from separating our German brethren into what. would “be in ‘effect a 
distinct Congregation, every effort should be made at once to absorb them 
into the Anglo-Jewish Community. But, above al}, the Council by one of 
the most decisive votes in its history showed that it would not tolerate the 
attempt to introduce innovations of a Reform tendency. The United 
Synagogue was founded to promot traditional Judaism, and at all costs 
the integrity of its purpose would be maintained. 

‘Many appeals were made to the Hon. Officers tet withdraw their resigna- 
tion. Sir Robert: Waley Cohen, in refusing, used very significant words. 
Speaking for all the Officers he said that their conception of Judaism was 

wite different from that held by-a majority of the Council, and it would 

erefore not be right for them to continue in office. He added that they 
could not reconsider their decision unless the Council revoked its own 
decision. 

If this means that the Council’s conception of Judaism must give way to 
the conception apparently held by the Hon. Officers, it is clear that on this 
grave issue of religious conviction there is no possibility of compromise. 
It threatens the very foundation of the religious life of the Anglo-Jewish 
Community. Once we accept “innovations” im religious practice we are 
launched on a descent which can only end in irretrievable disaster.

PROFESSOR E. R. A. SELIGMAN (New York) 


Economist and Financial Expert 


The death is reported from N:w York o! Dr. Edwin Robert Arderson 
Se igman, McVikar Professor of Political Economy and Finance in 
Columbia Un.versity, New York, from 1904 to 1931. He was a leading 
au hority on economics and public finance, especially in its academic 
aspects. 

Professor Seligman was born in New York City on April 25th, 1861, 
and was a son of Joseph and Babette Seligman. He took his degrees 
in Arts, Law, and Philosophy at Columbia University, and continued 
his studies at the Universities of Berlin, Heidelberg, Paris, and Geneva. 
In 1885 he was appointed Lecturer in Economics at Columbia, 
ass'stant Professor in 1888, and Pro‘essor in 1891. He became a 
member of President Theodore Roosevelt's Committee on Statistical 
Reorganisation in 1908, was an expert member of the League of 
Nations Committee on Economics and Finance in 1922-23, and financial 
adviser to Cuba in 1931. 

He was the author of numerous works on economic subjects. He 
edited the Po.iricaL SCIENCE QUARTERLY, as well as the Columbia 
series of publications in History, Economics and Politics, and in 1927 he 
undertook the general editorship of the great American “ Encyclopedia 
of the Social Sciences.” 
men a medal was struck in 1910 with his portrait and an inscription to 
commemorate his “ twenty-five years of signal devotion to the common 
good as Scholar, Teacher, and Citizen.” In 1930 he sold his great 
library of 50,000 books, pamphlets, and letters on economic subjects to 
the Columbia University for £100,000. 

Professor Seligman, who took no part in Jewish affairs, received 
honours from several nations. He was a brother of Isaac Seligman, a 
well-known New York banker. In 1888, he married Caroline Beer, of 
New York,.and had one son and three daughters, two of whom 
pre-deceased him. 


MR. BORIS TOMASHEFSKY (New York) 


« Popular Yiddish Actor 


Mr. Bert Ross writes: 


The late Boris Tomashefsky, who passed away recently in New York, 
was born at Kiev, Russia, in 1864. He was the descendant of a long line 
of cantors—a fact that led to his development of a love for music. Together 
with his parents he came, at the early age of 13, to London, but after a few 
weeks the family left for New York, where young Boris took his first job in 
a cigarette factory. At the age of 14 he became leading soprano singer in 
the choir of a synagogue in the Bronx, and some months later he became 
interested in the then new Yiddish theatre movement. He was partially 
instrumental in bringing from London a company of Jewish actors who made 
an instantaneous hit in New York. Strange to say, Boris Tomashefsky’s 
first paid stage appearance was in a vaudeville theatre—the late Poli’s, upon 
which site Wanamaker’s Stores now exists—and his réle was that of a female 
impersonator, As he matured, he quickly became a leading figsre in Yiddish 


dramatics, and played anything from Shakespeare's “ Hamiet” to musical . 


comedy and Yiddish farce. He then built the National Theatre at Second 
Avenue and Houston Street and became wealthy. 

Together with the late Jacob P. Adler, Tomashefsky introduced Yiddish 
plays to Chicago, where Sarah Haimowitz—who afterwards married Jacob 
Adiler—starred. Tomashefsky has—or had—over sixty relatives on the 
American stage, and the most famous of all is Paul Muni, the well-known 
f¥m star, who is a nephew of the deceased. Among the many celebrities of 
the stage who owe their start to Tomashefsky may be mentioned Bertha 
Kallisch, Rudolph and Joseph Schildkraut, Jacob Ben-Ami, Midveloff, 
Abraham Goldfaden, Mellam Goodman, and Regina Zuckerberg (whom he 
afterwards married). He had much to do with theearly careers of Sophie 
Tucker and Belle Baker. Tomashefsky’s great contemporary was the late 
Jacob Adler with whom he played on numerous occasions but with whom 
he was always on terms of friendly albeit strong rivalry. He is survived by 
a widow and two sons. | 

The funeral was at Mount Hebron Cemetery, Flushing, Long Island, New 
York. Thousands paid their last respects to the star whilst no fewer than 
150 cantors acted as a choir at the burial service.

* SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


A NATION’S GREATNESS 


“ And what great nation is there that hath statutes and judgments 
so righteous as all this law which I set before you this day? —Deut. iv. 

At the time when these words were spoken by Israel’s Lawgiver, a 
nation was called great if it possessed large tracts of territory and owned 
wealth and power. As effective fighting forces were required for the 
purpose of acquiring and retaining such possessions, the nation that 
aspired after greatness had to equip itself with armies and armaments 
which neighbouring countries would have reason to fear and to shun. 
Judged by this standard Israel could never be numbered among the 
great nations. But there was—and there still is—another standard. 
It is the standard applied by Moses in his great oration to his people. 


The possession and observance of righteous laws and judgments are, 


according to our Lawgiver, more essential for a nation’s greatness than 


' material wealth and military strength. A small people may thus be 


deemed to be great when it reveres justice and practises righteousness, 
while a “great” nation must be regarded as small, and may prove to be 
unstable and near collapse, if its laws and judgments are unjust and its 
strength is used in an unrighteous cause. With the Torah in its posses- 
sion the people of Israel would live on for ever, and its strength would 
be superior to that of any other people. Without the Torah it could be 
easily beaten and humiliated. But defiance of the principles of justice 
enshrined in the Torah would bring about the destruction of any nation, 
however strong and powerful it may appear to be. _ 
If a man endowed with the vision of Israel’s Lawgiver were to arise 
to-day to survey the “great” nations, what would he say? If he 
were to examine the position of the remnant of Israel at the present 


time, and pass judgment on the nations that are called the “Great — 


Powers,” what warning would he give, what verdict would he pro- 
nounce? . We may well imagine him pointing to some of the countries 
in Europe that are called “ great” and predicting their inevitable fall. 
Those rulers of nations who have discarded the principles of justice and 
the law of righteousness proclaimed at Sinai, he would say, will not be 
allowed by the God of Israel to prevail. Their armies and armaments 
will not prevent their fall; they will hasten it, But the people they have 
tortured and humiliated, maligned and exiled will remain. _ For it is 
the people that accepted and preserved the Law of Sinai, and it has a 
right and a duty to live on. Such words would comfort the remnant of 
Israel, even though their adversaries would pay no heed to them. Such 
a message would ultimately be acknowledged to be Divinely inspired, 
and it would be hailed by suffering Israel as a “ message of comfort.” 


- Have we not a right and a duty to think of all this on the eve of 


the “ Sabbath of Comfort”? To-morrow the great oration of Israel's 
Lawgiver will be read again in our houses of worship, and it will be 
followed by the rousing message of the “ Prophet of Comfort.” If we 
were merely to survey the world as it is, we could see nothing but 
gloom, and would give expression to nothing but fear and anxiety. 
No comforting thought could enter our minds. The sight of the 
“ Great Powers” arming and preparing for the coming “ world war,” 
of mighty rulers crushing human freedom and defying the Divine laws 
of justice, of the weak being tormented by the strong, of helpless 
minorities being trampled under foot, of the remnant of Israel being 
strangled and overwhelmed with scorn—it would all seem to render 
comforting messages untimely and inapplicable, and to cast an 
impenetrable gloom upon the future of Israel and of humanity, But 
such is the power of the Divinely inspired words of our ancient teachers 
that on recalling their message we rise above the gloom and see rays 
of a new light illumine the world. In this new light we see ancient 
prophecies come true. We see the enslaved masses of “ great” 
countries rise to shake off the yoke imposed on them by their 
oppressors. We see a passion for justice seize the free peoples of the 
world. We see tyrants collapse under the weight of their own wicked- 
ness. We see the reign of force give way to the rule of justice and the 
power of righteousness. We see the house of Israel rise above its 
ruins, and the exiles return to their ancient home. The fear of the 
oppressor vanishes. Above the clang of arms and the tramp of armies 
we hear a voice crying: “ Behold, the Lord God will come with a 
strong hand, and His arm shall rule for Him; behold, His reward is 
with Him, and His recompense before Him.” The message of comfort 
does its work. 

When despair has given place to faith and hope we can pay attention 
again to the words of our Lawgiver: “ And what great nation is there 
that hath statutes and judgments so righteous as all this law which I 


set before you this day? ” We listen again to the words of the Decalogue - 


and we recall the fate of the nations that refused to obey them. We 
think of the punishment that came upon the mighty rulers who defied 
the Divine Law in the past, and we feel able to foretell the fate which 
will befall tyrants of the present and of the future. We recall the 
assurances of the Prophets of Israel and Judah that the Lord of the 
Universe hates injustice and defeats the schemes of the unrighteous. 
We turn our eyes to the future and envisage the redemption of Israel 
and the restoration of Zion. And we feel sure that “ the word of our 
God abideth for ever.” A 

Our “ Sabbath of Comfort” is intended to raise the hopes, and 
to restore the faith, not only of the Jewish people but of ail peoples. 


The words of our Lawgiver and our Prophets are addressed to all 


who are ready to listen, to all 


ten, to all who need comfort and consolation, 
encouragement, and inspiration. 


The vision of Israel's redemption 


cannot, indeed, be fully realised until the nations and their rulers, 


be they great or small, strong or weak, attention

Therefore, let 24 who wait for 
the coming of the Redeemer, for the dawn of the day when oppression 
will cease and justice will reign supreme, join in listening to, the com- 


‘forting message and in spreading it.

IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR 


“DIVISION!” 


“DIVISION!” 


By WATCHMAN 


TuHese cries, familiar to habitués of the House of Commons, 
might ring with peculiar aptness just now throughout considerable 
sections of the Jewish Comntinity. Only whereas in the first case 
they point to the orderly registering and acceptance of opinions 
by the different parties, in the latter they signify differences pressed 
to the point of disunion and cleavage. Division! . . . Division! 
—and curiously enough exhibited mainly, though not exclusively, 
in the field of religious administration. It is a remarkable fact 
that at the moment of writing our two chief religious organisations, 
the Federation of Synagogues and the organisation which bears 
the unhappily inappropriate title just now of the United Syna- 
gogte are rent with strife. The Federation is all at sixes and 
sevens because many, if not a majority, of its members resent 
the fact that for seven years no elections of the Federation’s Hon. 
Officers and Executive have been held. They object, and rightly, 
ta.government by an irremovable oligarchy, and demand the restora- 
tion of a constitutional system suitable to life in a democratic 
land. But their requests, so reasonable that one might have expected 
a quick and ready acquiescence, have been met with dilatoriness, 
not to say hostility. And the trouble reached its height in a 
meeting so uproarious that the scrutineers could not agree on the 
voting figures. Those in the Community who revel in a rumpus 
must have enjoyed the spectacle (or the newspaper description of 
it). Others, who reflect that it centred round a body concerned 
with the preservation of our religious faith, must nave, felt 
thoroughly depressed. 


What was all the excitement about in the case of the United 
Synagogue? Well, the agitation arose merely out of a plan for giving 
the German refugees in London special facilities which would enable 
them to “go to Shool.” One would have supposed that the mem- 
bers of the Council would have been more agitated about their 
fellow-congregants who won't AG Shool than about their German 
coreligionists- who do.. But that\supposition was incorrect. For 
three hours a raking fire was kept up on the scheme. Some of 
the critics objected on religious grounds, and raised the cry of 
“ Orthodoxy in danger,’ without explaining what that very elastic 
term meant. Others at the meeting seemed haunted by the fear 
that if too many of the refugees’ requests were conceded, and they 
were allowed to worship in compact bodies according to their own 


wishes, they would end by acquiring, intentionally or uninten- 


tionally, a potent influence in our everyday life —though the danger, 
if danger there be, would not be eliminated if they were scattered 


among their British coreligionists at the ordinary Saturday morning 


services. Further, one who was present at the Council meeting 
assures me, a number of members resented the Hon. Officers—threat 
of resignation if their schenie were rejected, and, as.a protest 
against an all-too-familiar manceuvre, voted against them. Any- 
way, the result of it all was that the critics won the day and the 
Hon. Officers, rather than offer a friendly review of the question, 
resigned in a body—a_ high- handed, or fleet-footed, action that 
cannot be excused. , 


For the credit of the respective parties and in the interests 
of the Community, one can only hope that the ingenuity of the 
two parties will, before these lines are in print, have found a way 
out of a not very.formidable impasse. Otherwise, one would be 
forced to the conclusion that in ifs religious affairs at any rate 
the London Jewish Community has lost the power to govern itself. 


Whether a settlement has or has not been reached, however, 
it is important to consider how it is that such a situation as I have 
been describing was allowed to come about. In part, I believe it 


-¢an be explained by the apathy shown towards purely domestic 


Jewish issues. You see that indifference in many directions. It 
is shown, for instance, in the apparent unconcern manifested at 
the progressive emptying of the Synagogues, the rise of a genera- 
tion with only a smattering of Jewish education or no education 
at all, and even, until quite recently, the growth of the hostile 


Fascist agitation in London—to this day it is difficult to enlist. 


speakers in the anti-defamation campaign. And where there is 
apathy, of course, there is no strong, healthy public opinion, the 
essential of all democratic life. If this vital factor existed, it would 
soon make an end of the foolish habit of turning what are, by 
comparison with other problems, mere molehills into mountains. 
In the face of a virile public opinion, some Jews ‘would not have 
continued to trade with the German enemy. Nor could the 
administration of the Federation of Synagogues. have made a 


-mockery of democratic practice and continued to claim, as it seems 


to have done, that the Federation's affairs are no business of the 


other “holiday was possible,” 


general Community. This almost total lack of a powerful and 
wholesome Jewish public opinion is, I venture to think, one of 
our most serious. weaknesses, and until it takes shape and Gourtehes 
we shall not lead a healthy existence. 


There are other causes at work in the present situation. One 
of them is that communal ‘self-governmem is still an immature 
thing. Otherwise, the Hon. Officers of the United Synagogue 
would, like the various democratic Governments, have sought a 
way of adjusting differences, instead of simply walking out. The 
fact of the matter is that the Community has inherited a sort of 
patriarchal system which permits its affairs to be largely in the 
hands of a number of wealthy, often distinguished, though it must 
in all fairness be admitted public-spirited, individuals who liberally 
support its many communal causes. In these conditions, the general 
sense of responsibility becomes weak and flabby, ‘indifference is 


generated, and a vigorous — Opinion becomes far to seek, if 
not impossible. 


One final factor in our troubles must be emphasised—the tragic 
absence of a sense of proportion. Whatever other principles may 
guide us, the salutary idea embodied.in the maxim “de minimis 
non curat lex” is not one of them. On the contrary, and especially 
when our nerves are jarred and fretted, we see events in distorted 
perspective, in which a tiny snowflake becomes the “ awful 
avalafche.” The truth is that the vision of many among us is 
bounfled by the walls of the Chevra, so that the infinitely small 
oft becomes to them the appallingly great. They do not see beyond 
—to the grave events that may be threatening the whole communal 
position, Provided they can deliver their speeches and carry their 
resolutions, nothing else in the wide world seems to matter. It is 
“ chevraism ” triumphant and overdone, the relic of the ghetto age. 
And s6 we get our recurring little crises, while near by loom the 
starkest perils. If this spirit—all well enough when the ghetto was 
our world—did not survive to-day, how could we continue to 
quarrel ith the. face of a situation graver than has ever faced the 
Jewish people? Of what account would the plans for a few Syna- 
gogue services be in the face of the imperious calls for communal 


unity? Everywhere else, in this hour of international . tension, 


the peoples cultivate unity. Faction is laid aside. The various 
classes and schools of thought speak with one voice. Only in Jewry 
are the raucous tones of internal. dissension heard. “ Long - live 
domestic strife!” is the Community's motto; “let us eat, drink, and 
quarrel, for to-morrow we die!” A queer motto for any community 


of rational men. God help it!

HABONIM “ AMBASSADORS” 
Group Returns from Palestine 
THE REALISATION OF NATIONHOOD 


It was interesting to talk to some of the eight members of Habonim 


who have just returned from Palestine (writes a representative of THE 
JewisH CHRONICLE). They have been there on an extended visit 
through the travelling scholarship scheme. This was the first visit 
organised by a Zionist group in England, and it is an example that 
might well be foliowed. : 

The group will now do missionary work here. In Palestine the 
party had one stock series of questions to deal with and the answers 
they gave occasioned a good deal of surprise—not because they were 
extraordinary, but because, it seems, the strefigth and vitality of the 


‘Zionist youth movement in England is not fully appreciated in Eretz 


Yisrael. 

One said that he had gone to Palestine with many preconceived 
ideas of how things were there. “I soon lost those,” he said, 
“and to some extent I was disillusioned. But when I had fully grasped 
the reality, the strength, and firmness of the Yisnuv, | was glad to 
exchange those rosy dreams of what I thought Zionism might one day 
be for the vision I had of a Jewish nation in being. . For I realised that 
this was a nation, mindful of its na'ional duties and needs, vitally alive 
to the problems facing Jewry and the world to-day, and sure of. its 
ability to go on with the work it has started so well.” . 

On the subject of unity all agreed that the various political prties 
were facing up to the necessity for sinking their differences in face of 
the disastrous policy which the Government had determined to try to 
impose on them. “There is some feeling,” said another of the group, 
“that the policy of non-co-operation should have begun already, and 
yet there was a general realisation that it cannot be undertaken fully 
until the new policy is applied.” , 

There w.s no doubt in the minds ‘of the party that the future of the 
Yishuv lay in co-operation with the Arabs. They had met Arabs and 
travelled. together with them, and they felt that the Arab peasantry 
believed in co-operation with the Jews for the benefit of both. “ There 
is a tremendous amount to be done for the Arabs socially,” said a 


- third member, “and they realise that their condition can only be 


improved if the Jewish development they have seen and experienced 
goes on.” 
The party spent some time at Binyamina, where the Anglo-Baltic 
Kibbutz is settled. They worked there and took part in all the activities 
of that Kibbutz, which had its beginnings in the movement to which the 


party belonged. 


It would seem that valuable as will be the work the Chaverim will do 
for Zionism now that they are back in England, it will not be more 
valuable than the fact that they have shown Jewish Palestine that 
English Zionists—and particularly young Zionists—are preparing to play 
their part in rebuilding the Jew sh nation, that they are learning about 


- Zionism, Igarning Hebrew, and are sending people to Palestine to 


establish better contact with the Yishuv and bring fresh inspiration to

TEN-MONTH COURSE ON THE SPOT 


[(COMMUNICATED] 


Acting on the assumption that only by the direct method of seeing 
and experiencing Palestine cama leadership be developed which will 
bring the positive instead of the negative picture of the Jew to the 
larger masses of Jewish youth, the Joint Committee for Youth Affairs 


in Jerusalem, in collaboration with its branches in the English- 


speaking countries, has planned as a first step the inauguration of 
Palestine Fellowships. They will enable a selected group of young 
men and wefmen from the United States and the British Empire to 
participate in a programme of a year’s study and experience of 
Palestine. 

‘The plan provides for a ten-month stay in the country itself, to 
be organised in such a manner as to allow each Fellow to approach 
the study of Palestine and its upbuilding from the viewpoint of his 
own special interests. Before the conclusion of the programme, how- 
ever, each will be provided with a well-rounded picture of the whole. 

It is proposed that the group should assemble at the beginning of 
October of this year, disembark at the port of Tel-Aviv, and 


after a week’s quick survey of the towns, camp by the sea near Kfar | 


Vitkin in Emek Hefer, where the Keren Kayemeth Leisrael has set 
aside a piece of land for this purpose. Here, surrounded by Jewish 
settlements, by moshavim, kibbutzim and kevutzot (co-operative and 
communal villages), the group will have the opportunity not only 
to see the land but to live in it; to organise a small camp kevutza 
of its own; and to live the life from which it will learn the meaning 


of personal labour, of shmirah (defence), and of the co-operative 


group spirit. Thus it will prepare itself to understand the new 


Palestinian society based on the principles of co-operation and — 
comradeship. 


Instruction in Hebrew will always occupy a place in the programme. 
_ During the month in camp it will be the aim to discover from each 
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individual his or her special interest, and in the following two or 
three months to provide an opportunity to study Palestine from this 
point of view. In each case an adviser, expert in his field, will be 
provided for each subject to suggest and to guide the Fellow in his 
research and study. A panel of such advisers is now being. organised. 
This period of special studies will be spent in the towns. 

Three to four months follow on the land, living and working in 
kibbutzim and kevutzot, studying the various forms of their organi- 
sation, their social and economic structure, as well as the moshavim 
and moshavot (privately-owned villages), the individual agricultural 
settlements, the citrus plantations and the workers’ suburbs. 

After this, two more months will be spent in the towns studying 
the Zionist institutions, the workings of the Jewish Agency and the 
Vaad Leumi, the Keren Kayemeth, the Keren Hayesod, the Hebrew 
University, the health services, the schools and social services. 

The last month will again be spent in camp for the purpose of 
summarising the year’s experiences (in writing as well as discussion), 
and preparing a plan of work for the returning Fellows in their 
respective countries. 

Candidates may be selected from any of the Jewish organisations, 
and should be between the ages of 18 and 30. They must produce 
evidence of good health. They should have devoted active service 
to Jewish public causes, and must be possessed of a moderate know- 
ledge of Jewish History and Zionist affairs. Candidates with an 
adequate knowledge of Hebrew will be preferred, other things being 
equal, Candidates should show an inclination or capacity for group 
leadership and communal work. Every candidate must undertake to 
render two years’ service in a voluntary or other capacity to the 
organisation of Jewish youth in his or her country. In exceptional 
cases young people unaffiliated to any organisation may be eligible. 

It is estimated that a sum of £100 would be required for each 
Fellow, to cover his or her travelling expenses to and from Palestine 
and a ten-months’ stay there. : 

Camp equipment and tuition will be provided by the Joint Committee 
for Youth Affairs, representing the Zionist Executive, the J.N_P., and 
the Keren Hayesod. : 

The Jewish Youth Institute (the British branch of the Joint Com- 
mittee in Jerusalem) is now raising a special fund for financing 
the cost of five Fellowships. Mr. Oscar Philipp, Chairman of the - 
Zionist Federation Youth Committee, has consented to inaugurate 
the fund, to which he has given the cost of one Fellowship. The 
Institute will be grateful to those who associate themselves with this 
important educational scheme by sending their contributions to Mr.

Provincial Conference in Manchester 


[COMMUNICATED] 


The annual Provincial Council Conference of the Torah Va’ Avodah 
Organisation was held on Sunday at the Holy Law Synagogue, Bury 
Old Road, Manchester. Mr. M. Gros-kopf presided. All groups 
reported increased membership and it was hoped to set up two new 
societ es during the winter session. 

The forthcoming Zionist Congress, and World Mizrachi and Poale 
Mizrachi Conferences were discussed. Regarding the former, resolu- 
tions rejecting the White Paper and its contents, condemning the 
British Government's action in cancelling the October schedule, and 
demanding immigration up to the absorptive capacity of the country were 
unanimously passed. A resolution was also passed urging Congress 
to convene a meeting of a!l Jews, irrespective of political opinion, to 
organise resistance to the policy of the British Government as set out 
in the White Paper. | 

The work of the Brit Chalutzim Datiim, the group which is respon- 
sible for orthodox Chaverim who are in England for agricultural 
training, Was discussed in detail. There are already four hundred 
young people from Central and Eastern Europe in Great Britain, and 
by December, 1939, this number will have increased to almost twelve 
hundred. Societies were urged to redouble their efforts in raising money 
to help these Chalutzim. Delegates unanimously passed a resolution 
to organise functions in the r groups for this purpose. 


The Executive submitted a new Educational programme for their 


groups to undertake. This was accepted. Finance in general and 
J.N.F. work were discussed and the Chairman expressed satisfaction at 
the response members had made to the latter, the amounts collected 
being far in excess of those of any previous years. 

_ The Conference was followed by a meeting of the Manchester Torah 
Va’Avodah Society to which all delegates were invited.

1938 REPORT TO THE LEAGUE 


Serious Effects of Terrorism 


ARABS CHIEF SUFFERERS 


The most important subject in the Mandatory Power's Report 
on Palestine for 1938 to the League of Nations is naturally that of 


public security. It says: 
During 1938 public security in Palestine, particularly during the 
seven months from June onwards, continued to cause the administration 
grave preoccupation. An intensified campaign of murder, intimidation, 
and sabotage persisted on lines similar to those followed by Arab law- 
breakers in 1937: and, as in 1937, there were isolated incidents of 
Jewish reprisals. The main difference between the course of events in 
1938 and that in 1937 lay in the gradual development during 1938 
of Arab gang warfare on organised and to a certain extent co-ordinated 
lines. By the end of the year, as the result of the arrival in the 
autumn of large military reinforcements, this gang organisation was 
first dislocated and finally reduced to comparative impotence in the 
field. But in the towns terrorism persisted and the roads were still 
largely unsafe for normal traffic. In fact, the events of 1938 succeeded 
in seriously affecting the economic and social life of the country to 

an extent far greater than was the case in 1937. 

There follows a detailed account°of the terror month by month 
with a summary of the casualties involved. These figures show once 


again that the main sufferers from Arab terrorism were Arabs, there: 


being 503 killed and 598 injured, as against 255 Jews killed and 390 
injured and 77 British killed and 216 injured. 

Under the heading of “ Policy,” the history of the Woodhead Com- 
mission is recapitulated together with a review of immigration which 
says that it was regulated “according to the policy stated in a 
Command Paper,” etc. The total of Jewish immigration during the 
vear was 12.868. There was a total Jewish increase by migration of 
8.085, and a total Arab decrease of 9,769.° This has nothing to do 
with the natural increase, of course. The development of Arab affairs 


was held up mainly: by the absence from the country of the majority — 


of the political leaders for various reasons, including terrorism. 

The backwarfdness of the educational system for Arabs is again 
shown in the table of pupils attending schools: Thus in 1937 there 
were 78.147 Arab children attending school as against 87,498 in 
1938. while Jewish schoolchildren numbered 67,274 in 1937 and 71,376 
in 1938.- It should be remembered that Jews are less than one-third 
of the total population, and that the Jewish schools are largely 
maintained by thé Jews. The Government grant amounted to 
£P59,352, as against £P246,228 spent on Arab education,which figures 
are justified by the Government as being in proportion to the relative 
numbers Of children in the school-age group of 5-15. The Hebrew 
University alone spent £109,000. : 

The value of land continued to decline, and the Report says that 
the decline “ was most marked in land distant from the main groups 
of Jewish settlement. Public health again improved and there were 
6,450 cases of notifiable disease with 788 deaths as against 11,693 cases 
with 1,390 deaths in the previous year. It would seem from the 
figures of public finance that. the Government still has a surplus of 
over £P2,000,000, despite a deficit last year of £P2,400,000, part of 
which is said to be due to a new system of accounting. 

Both imports and exports showed heavy decreases, the imports for 
1938 being valued at £P12,498,785 as against £P16,666,783 .in the 
previous, year, and the exports decreasing from £P7,822,609 to 
£P6,821,643. Britain and the Empire were the largest importers with 
nearly 20 per cent. of the total, Germany being second with 14.48 
per cent. The Empire took over half the exports and Germany took 
8.01 per cent. The disability imposed by the Mandate in matters 
of tariffs still persists, and Palestine is a valuable dumping ground 
for many countries. | 


TERROR FLARES UP AGAIN» 
Eight Arabs Killed 
ABU DURRA CAPTURED IN TRANSJORDAN 


_ It is officially stated that eight Arabs were killed and five wounded 
in shooting incidents in and around Tel-Aviv, Petach Tikvah, and 


Rehovoth between 5 and 7 o’clock on Thursday morning of last week. 


Incoming and outgoing traffic in the three towns was suspended until 
7 o'clock on Saturday morning, with a break of one hour on Friday 


morning. Of the casualties, three were killed and one wounded near 


Petach Tikvah, one was killed and one wounded near Rehovoth, and 
four were killed and three wounded near Tel-Aviv. 

The inhabitants of Petach Tikvah are indignant at the outrages, 
because two of the casualties are Abu Kishek tribesmen, with whom 


the colony has been on excellent terms for the past three years. 


Police Corporal Moshe Sellinger, aged twenty-nine, was injured in 
both legs when he trod on a land-mine near the watch tower at Kfar 
ni 4 on Thursday. Another unexploded land-mine was found 
near by. 

Nahum Abu, aged sixteen, of Tiberias, was sentenced to life imprison- 
ment by the Military Court at Haifa for killing an Arab on May 7. 
Abu’s brother had been wounded on the same day by an Arab. 

It is reported that the military captured ten armed terrorists near 
Kibbutz Batelem, situated on the eastern shore of Lake Kinnereth. 
It will be recalled that the Kibbutz was heavily attacked by terrorists 
last week, and two members of the settlement were killed. |

The Political Department of the Jewish Agency has issued an Arabic 
pamphlet entitled “Thou Shalt Not Kill,” containing resolutions, 
manifestoes, articles, and speeches by the leaders of Jewish institutions 
in Palestine condemning Jewish terrorism. 

It was reported on Tuesday that Yussuf Abu Durra, the notorious 
gangster, was captured in Transjordan by a patrol of the Arab Legion. 
Abu Durra has been “wanted” by the police almost since the 
beginning of the disturbances. 


THE CHANGES AT THE COLONIAL OFFICE 
Governypfent Dissatisfied With Policy ?

FORGIGN OFFICE ALSO INVOLVED 


[From our Diplomatic Correspondent] 


It is permissible to argue that our Cabinet, whilst determined to push. 


through the White Paper at Geneva and elsewhere, as at Westminster, 
by the use and abuse of the “ tied vote” and of its material weight, 
is not at all enamoured of the way in which the Colonial Office has 
mismanaged both policy and administration in Palestine, and in other 
parts—the West Indian Islands to wit. The “ promotion” to Colonial 
Governorships of both the Colonial Under-Secretary, Sir Cosmo 
Parkinson, and the Deputy Under-Secretary in charge of the 
Mandates Department, Sir John Shuckburgh, is significant in this 
respect. Moreover, if Sir John has been replaced by Sjr Henry 
Moore, an official with wide experience of administration in both 
Ceylon and Africa, it has been found necessary to look outside 


_ the Colonial Office, viz., to the L.C.C.. for a successor to Sir Cosmo 


Parkinson, in Sir George Gater, an eminent educationist with, however, 
little or no colonial experience. Perhaps this very lack may help to 
clear away the cobwebs which abound in Mr. MacDonald's department. 
It is difficult not to connect with this Colonial Office “ purge ” 
two other simultaneous developments. One is the return to Palestine 
as Commander-in-Chief of all our forces in the Middle East of Lieut.- 
General Sir A, Wavell. The previous stay of this brilliant soldier in the 
Holy Land, during 1937-8, was cut short partly through the unwillingness 


.of the civil powers to assist the military commander to suppress the 


Arab terrorists by drastic action. The other symptomatic develop- 
ment is the appointment as Ambassador in Brussels of Sir Lancelot 
Oliphant, now Deputy Under-Secretary at the Foreign Office, and 
its leading light on Middle Eastern affairs. Sir Lancelot is the most 
straightforward and genial of diplomats, but he has remained, down 


to this day, an adherent of Arabophile Romanticism; and, both 


through his own counsels and those of his juniors, has been largely 


responsible for pushing our Government into a policy of fayour to the 
Arabs at the expense of the Zionists. >

THE WASHINGTON MEETING © 
Britain Accepts Invitation 


HERR WOHLTAT AND ORDERLY MIGRATION 


{From our Diplomatic Correspondent) 


The British Government has accepted the invitation issued by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to attend a conference in Washington to discuss the 
refugee problem. Earl’Winterton, Chairman of the Intergovernmental 
Committee on Refugees, will represent the Government. He will be 
accompanied by Sir Herbert Emerson, Director of the Committee, and 
it is expected that the Vice-Chairmen of the Committee representing 
the United States, France, Holland, Brazil, and Argentina will also 
attend. The two-day conference will take place at the White House 
in September or early October. 


At the concluding meeting of the Intergovernmental Committee, held - 


last Saturday, the resignation of Mr. Robert Pell, Vice-Director, was 
‘ahnounced. He is to become head of the U.S.A. European Department. 

On Thursday of last week, at a dinner given by Mr. Myron Taylor, 
the United States representative, Sir Herbert Emerson, disclosed the 
fact that Herr Wohltat, the Nazi economic official, had spent part of 
the previous night in conference with the Committee's experts, and 
had undertaken to recommend to his Government a further improve- 
ment in financial assistance to refugees. He would urge that departing 


_ emigrants be permitted to take with them 25 per cent. of the value 
of their possessions, instead of the present derisory percentage. 


Considering, however, that those possessions have already been so 
largely reduced by confiscatory and other measures, and that the 
miserable percentage nominally transferable by emigrants has in 
‘practice so often been seized at the eleventh hour by Nazi officials, 
too much faith cannot be placed in the fulfilment of Herr Wohltat's 
pledges. 

The progress reported in connection with the projected Co-ordinating 
Foundation for the financing of overseas settlement is more encourag- 
ing and may encourage the German Government to confirm Herr 
Wohltat’s pledge of better conditions. :

_ MISSIONARIES AND REFUGEE CHILDREN 
: From Rabbi J. SHACHTER 
To the Editor of THe Jewish CHRONICLE 


Sir,—The. Palestine Hebrew journal Hazore recently carried a report 
about a letter which reached the. Palestinian Chief Rabbinate from a 
Czecho-Slovakian refugee. The following paragraph from it is relevant: 

A few months ag°, my two daughters were sent to England. My children 
were accommodated in the home of a Christian family in Kent. ey were 
asked to attend church services regularly on Sundays, and a clergyman visits 
them for the purpose of giving them religious tuition. The children have 
complained bitterly to me about this, since they were brought up at home with 
a truly Jewish religious education. They ask me to use all efforts to get them 
out of this trap. \ 

No comment is necessary on this story. It speaks eloquently for itself. 
With all the genuine appreciation we ali feel towards our Gentile friends 
and sympathisers for their kind hospitality which they do show to the 
victims of the Nazis, yet in some cases that kindness is neutralised by the 
ulterior motives by which apparently it has been prompted. | 

In watching the situation here, | ES become aware of instances where 


_ the “ soul-redeemers ” have taken advantage of the homelessness of refugees 


for the purpose of intensifying their activities. At a meeting of the Barbican 
Mission fo the Jews held recently in Northern Ireland, a speaker in reporting 
the satisfactory results of their work stated’ that since the calamities had 


begun, 3,000 Jewish refugees had been received under the wings of 


Christianity in this country. 


Such statements can usually be discounted as exaggerated, yet the facts 


that come to notice frequently must cause uneasiness if not alarm. 
The simple story contained in the letter above is relevant enough to make 
the Community, collectively as well as loyal Jews individually, conscious 


Of the gravity of the issue at stake.

THE FIRST RE-EMIGRANTS 


Fifteen Leave For Palestine 


The first group of refugee children to re-emigrate from England 
left Santen tee Palestine on Tuesday. They were twelve boys and 
three girls, all between the ages of fifteen and seventeen, who have 
beeh receiving agricultural training in this country. 3 

Their training and re-emigration have been under the auspices of the 
Children and Youth Aliyah. By October of this year the Society 
hopes to have arranged for the re-emigration of some sixty of thése 
specially trained boys and girls. In Palestine they are to be given 
a further two years’ training in agricultural settlements and schools. 
Two of the emigrants were from Whittingehame,~and the remainder 
from the Great Engeham training farm, near Ashford, Kent. 

On Sunday evening the Maccabi World Union organised a farewell 
meeting for them at the Cricklewood Synagogue, during which the 
Maccabi colours were presented to a member of the group by Dr, 
Swarsensky, Chairman of the Maccabi Hazair. 


LEGALITY FOR ILLEGALS 
French Decision Expected 


Approximately 10,000 refugees from Germany and Austria who 


entered France illegally are expected to have their status legalised 


shortly. The Jewish Telegraphic Agency reports that the French 
Minister of the Interior has expressed his readiness to cancel their 
expulsion orders, and to permit them to remain, provided they engage 
only in agriculture and the national defence industries, and not in 
trades or professions, and provided also that the refugee relief organi- 
sations do not ask the Government to admit more refugeess 
Representatives of French labour, political, and social organisations 
at a conference on Monday urged the Government to modify the 
status of foreigners in France so as to enable them to assimilate more 
rapidly and to acquire French citizenship. Representatives of Jewish 
organisations pointed out that the Jewish immigrants were responsible 
for the establishment of new industries. They asked that the recent 
regulations should be modified to permit the refugees to engage in 
their trades in France. 
. A commission of experts is shortly to leave for New Caledonia, 


the French colony in Oceania, to investigate the possibilities of 


settlement. This follows the submitting of proposals to the French 
Colonial Ministry by representatives of the Jewish Colonisation Society 
of Holland. | 


AN ITALO-GERMAN DEAL 


For the past fortnight, German-Jewish refugees arriving in Italy 
have come with from two to twenty pounds in money, in place of the 
meagre amount usually allowed them. This is believed to be due to 
a special agreement between Italy and Germany, to enable Italy to 
get a share of the foreign exchange which the different foreign Jewish 
aid committees send to Germany. 

Penniless refugees get two pounds gratis, those with money may 
buy ten pounds for 800 marks, and Stateless refugees get twenty pounds 
for 1,600 marks. Those who have been in concentration camps 
generally get two pounds free, and may buy eight pounds at forty 
marks per pound. The official price of the pound is about twelve 
marks. The difference is divided between the Nazi authorities and 
the Vienna Jewish Community, which is thus enabled to help the poor 
refugees. 


RETRAINING IN BELGIUM 


| Umschichtung, adaptation to new conditions, is being successfully 
tackled in Brussels, where new premises have recently been acquired 
to cope with the growing number of refugees anxious to learn new 
trades. A.R.E.P.R.O.R. is the abbreviated name of the School, which 
was founded in June, 1937, under the able direction of Professor 
Schlesinger, of the Berlin and Brussels Universities, who has since left 
Belgium and whose place has been filled by an engineer. Engineering 
and all sorts of metal work, accountancy, and foreign languages are 
taught. Pupils aged from nineteen to forty-five were taken, but, 
thanks to Belgian youth, new premises have been taken where those 
between fourteen and nineteen are admitted. The School issues a 
diploma, because experience has shown that those trained there get 
jobs within a short time of their arrival in new countries. 


ORDERED TO LEAVE 


The Joint Disiribution Committee and the Hicem have received an 
appeal from Beirut for the urgent relief of 650 Czech refugees, 
including 200 women and fifty children. After being held in 
quarantine in Beirut, they have. been re-embarked on their steamer, 
which had been fumigated against plague. 


AN APPEAL TO OLD SOLDIERS

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**CROWN OF YOUTH” HOSTEL 
New Premises to be Acquired 


The decision to move from the premises now occupied at 44, 
Rectory Road, Stoke Newington, by the “Crown of Youth” Hostel 
was taken at a meeting of subscribers held on Sunday at the 
Wellington Road Synagogue. The meeting gave the Executive power 
to continue negotiations already begun to acquire new premises. 

Mr. Jack Goldberg, who presided, gave an account of the progress 
of the Hostel, and told of the investigations into its work by the 
Refugee Committee of the Wellington Road Synagogue, of the Com- 
mittee’s satisfaction and its decision to support it wholeheartedly. 
He emphatically denied mischievous reports that there had been a 
shortage of food. He pointed out the fine work in seeing to the 
welfare of the twenty refugee boys that had been accomplished by 
many, particularly the Ladies’ Committee, and said they were fortunate 
in having the enthusiastic co-operation of Mrs. Homa, L:C.C. One 
of the organisations supporting their work was Lodge 35a of the 
Grand Order of Israel. 

The necessity of obtaining increased financial assistance, by means 
of regular subscriptions and donations, was emphasised in speeches 
by a number of those present. A constitution was adopted and the 
following were elected:

Secretaries; and a Committee. 


HELP FOR LAWYERS AND DOCTORS 


The Lord Chief Justice, Lord Hewart, Lord Atkin, and Mr. Norman 
Birkett, K.C., are the signatories to an appeal to the legal profession 
for assistance for refugee lawyers which has been sent out from the 
Temple. Lord Atkin, a Lord of Appeal, is the Chairman of the 
Committee for Refugee Members of the Legal Profession. 

“ We do not need to tell the misfortune and the suffering which have 
overtaken many of our colleagues abroad,” the appeal states. “ They 


have lost their homes and, their practices in circumstances which are | 


perfectly well known and for causes which are perfectly understood. 
It is enough for us to say that, through no fault of their own they are 
to-day without friends and without means and without any resources. 
We, therefore, appeal to you for assistance to enable members of the 
legal professions who are in danger and distress nm their own countries 
to find, first a place of safety, and secondly a place where they can 
start a new life.” 

At the annual meeting of the British Medical Association in Aber- 
deen, the Council reported, on the registration of foreign medical 
practitioners, that it had informed the Home Secretary that the 
Association would not object to fifty refugee doctors from Czecho- 
Slovakia being admitted to practice here. They would have to study 
for two years before being eligible for the register, and for seven 
years would be under supervision as to where they could go. 

The Wandsworth delegation suggested an arrangement with the 
Trades Union Congress for admission in the proportion of one medical 
refugee to each 1,000 refugees in other trades and callings. ' 


JEWISH BLIND SOCIETY 
Reorganisation to Help Blind Refugees — 


The annual general court of the” Jewish Blind Society was held last week 
at 35, Tavistock Square, by permission of Mr. William P. Higham. Mr. 
James A. de Rothschild, M.P., President of the Society, was in the Chair. 

The annual report calls attention to the fact that the Society has been 
mundated with appeals to assist blind refugees who have been forced to 
leave their own countries. The German-Jewish Aid Committee and the 
Society of Friends have referred all Jewish blind cases brought to their 
notice to the Society. Many workshops for the blind have promised to 
absorb some of those who have been trained in such trades as basket and 
brush making, and it is hoped that many of them will eventually become 
nearly self-supporting. With others this would not be so. ‘The funds of 
the Jewish Blind Society would only allow applications to be accepted in 
the case of children whose education must be continued, persons in imme- 
diate danger, and refugees whose keep is guaranteed from other sources, 

On arrival in this country, most of the refugees are placed in the Royal 
School for the Blind at Leatherhead, which is being used as a clearing 
house. Large funds are needed, and the Committee of the Jewish Blind 
Society appeals to the Anglo-Jewish Community on behalf of those fellow- 
Jews who in addition to suffering from the terrible handicap of blindness 


are now expelled from their homes and deprived of their means of livelihood. 


The President and Vice-Presidents were re-elected. The Committee was 
re-elected, excluding Mr. Frank J. Lazarus, who retires, and including Mrs. 
L. Firth, Mr. and Mrs. Richard Norton, Mrs. Neville Laski, and Mr. Leslie 
R. Woolf, with power to co-opt. Mr. Richard Norton was elected Hon. 
Secretary in place of Mr. Leon Engel, who retires. 

This concluded the annual meeting, which then resolved itself into a 
special general court to confirm alterations in the laws of the Society. 
These alterations have been recommended by the Committee to enable the 
Society to grant assistance to refugees. They were duly confirmed, and 
the Secretary was requested to incorporate in the minutes of the meeting 
both alterations and the original laws.

THE NAZI TERROR 


Six Years of Hitler: The Jews Under the Nazi Regime. By G. 
Allen and Unwin. 7s. 6d. 
Mr. Neville Laski contributes an eloquent foreword to this important 


- book, which he rightly commends to the attention of thinking men 


af ail creeds and partiés.. As*he well remarks, these pages indicate 
that “the Nazi attack on the Jew, both within and without Germany, 
is but a part of the general attack of the Nazi ideology against the very 
foundations on which humanity and religion rest.” a 
In his opening chapter, the author shows how the creed of anti- 
Semitism is fundamental to Nazi policy. The persecution of the 
Jews is not incidental or haphazard, but carried out according to. 
systematic plan as laid down in “ Mein Kampf” and in the Party 
programme. After exposing the methods of Nazi propaganda and 
the myth of “ Aryan” and “non-Aryan,” Mr. Warburg details the 
laws and decrees by which the Jews of Germany have been deprived 
of their livelihood and citizenship and degraded into pariahs. He 
reveals the bestiality of Nazi anti-Semitism, as shown not only by 
pogroms and physical brutality but also by its nauseating campaign 
of defamation. In his final chapter, “Spreading the Poison,” he 
demonstrates how Nazi propaganda abroad serves the double purpose 
of inculcating anti-Semitism everywhere and at the same time 
furthering the aims of Germany world hegemony. 
No more telling indictment of Nazi anti-Semitism has yet been 
published than is contained in this factual compilation. Mr. Warburg's 
impersonal and objective record, without relying on mere rhetoric 
or denunciatory language, reveals the stark horror of the foul 
monstrosity. He expresses the results of expert knowledge and skilled 
research with scholarly precision and -exactitude, quoting chapter and 
verse from Nazi documents and from the most authoritative German 
and British sources for every statement he makes. Each sentence 
and paragraph is loaded with information which cannot be gainsaid 
and which needs no further .commentary to reinforce its argument. 
The author's concise and dignified style, as well as the whole format . 
and arrangement of the work,' add to the book's effectiveness as an. 
invaluable weapon of Jewish defence. 


PROFESSOR NAMIER’S FSSAYS 


In the Margin of History. By L. B. Namrer. Macmillan. 7s. 6d. 

This collection of essays by the Professor of Modern History in 
Manchester University (and former Political Secretary to the Jewish 
Agency for Palestine) will be widely welcomed. About half ‘of them 
~-headed “ Under the Georges ” and “ Napoleon "—deal with a period 
on which the author is a leading authority. Among the topics dis- 
cussed here are the development of the Cabinet system and the 
beginnings of Anglo-French co-operation. The section “ Men Who 
Floundered into the War” contains penetrating studies of Prince 
von Bilow, Count Berchtold, and others. In the group entitled 
“ Foreign Affairs,’ many of the problems raised by Nazism are 
shrewdly analysed. Immediately after the pact of Munich, the author 
wrote: “It is idle to expect a victorious totalitarian and his jackals to 
be satisfied with reasonable concessions. The key to the situation 
is in the relations of the British Empire and France to the United 
States and Russia.” 

The four essays entitled “ Judaica ” and the three on T. E. Lawrence 
excel both in cogency of thought and lucidity of expression. 
Jews in the Modern World”—far the longest essay in the whole 
volume—was originally published in 1934 as introduction to Dr. 
Ruppin’s authoritative work. Writt>2n with knowledge and with feeling, 
it gets down to fundamentals: “A little philanthropy for our poorest 
brethren, a good dose of self-deception, Zionism remembered on festive 
occasions (like the religion of some Jews remembered during the High 
Holy-days), and the burden of the Jewish question once more shifted 
on to the children with a polite assurance that a better future awaits 
them—this will not do any longer.” In “ Vienna Jewry,” the author 
shows that Nazi anti-Semitism inevitably destroys all the values of 
culture and civilisation. “ Palestine and the British Empire,” originally 
written as a memorandum for private circulation in November, 1936, 
is now published for the first time. It demonstrates how Zionism 
furthers British as well as Jewish interests. A foreword suggests that, 
in view of the Government's present policy, this essay should be 
headed “ Might-have-been.” Yet the author refuses to regard its con- 
tents as of merely antiquarian interest. “'The Balfour Declaration 
will survive . ... it declares things that were and will be; and the 
light shall not be put out. Neither the British nation, nor even the 
British Government, has yet said its last word.” : 
A deeply sympathetic understanding of his people’s past informs

Gliickel, of Hameln. Lastly, Professor Namier’s 
cences and eloquent appraisement of T. E. Lawrence are of permanent 
value.

' Shechita Board Considering Arrangements 


Mr. Isaac Landau, the President of the Board for the Affairs of Shechita, 
presided on Thursday of last week over a Board mesting held in the Vestry 
Room of the Spanish and Portugueie Synagogue, Heneage Lane, E.C. 

The accounts for the past financial half-year, which were adopted, showed 
an excess of income over expenditure of £3,016. __ 

The Presiden coneratulated the Board once again on a very successful 
half-year’s work. He pointed out, however, that althouzh the excess of 
income over expend:ture was very enc .uraging, and would enable the Board 
to hand ov:r to the parent bodies a substantial sum, they mu:t not be too 
optimistic as to the future since, in the present state of affairs, no one could 
say from one day to another how the Board would be affected by any 
developments that mig*: occur. Mr. Landau added that the Board had not 
lost sight of the ques-.on of the supply of Kasher meat should a national 
emergency arise. and the necessary arrangements were under consideration. 

Other speakers brought out the points that notwithstanding that 
unauthorised meat had been offered on the market, it was grat fying to 
know that there was a bigger consumption of Kasher meat by the Jewish 

ublic, and that any poultry purchased from their licensees was undoubtedly 

asher, as the Shochet had no personal interest whatever in deciding other 
than whether it was Kasher or not. He received his weekly salary, and if 
the poultry had to be declared trefa he was not involved in any personal 
dispute with the butcher. 

The following were among the recommendations by the Executive Com- 
mittee, which were carried:

The Daity Worker reveals.that Mr. Wicks was at one 
time a frequent visitor to their office, and that they were instrumental 
in having his claim investigated by the National Council of Civil 
Liberties. “ Unfortunately—despite an enormous document which Mr. 
Wicks gave us to examine—the fact and fantasy in his claim began 


to become ever more indistinguishable.” The conciusion reached was 
that he was suffering from a “ persecution complex.” 

Some time shortly after he came out of prison, it is added, he was 
already working together with open Fascists. In January last year, 
he Was associating, at a house in Thurloe Square, with a gentleman 
who was admittedly an important figure in the “ Anglo-German 
Fellowship,” and who was already then “ interesting himself” in the 
case of Mr. Wicks. Thus it would appear that far from the “discovery” 
of the Wicks case by the ANGrirr being an accident, the whole thing 
may easily have been engineered from London, and not by Germans 
but by Englishmen connected with local Fascist organisations. 

Mr. Wicks has now found a “ fellow-sufferer” in a Mr. George 
Reason, of Leyton, E., who has written to the ANGrirr to ask if he 
could .become a German citizen. England; he considers, is run by 
the Jews, who ruined Mr. Reason’s chemist’s business. For the 
privilege of the Reich's protection, says Mr. Reason, he would renounce 
his British citizenship forthwith. Mr. Reason, in hig letter, praises 
the work of “our poor Blackshirt Party” in Britain.

Mr. George Bernard Shaw was eighty-three on Wednesday. In an 
interview published in the Daity Express, he was asked the following 
question, among others: “Herr Hitler places immense value on the 
weapon of propaganda both at home and in the enemy camp. Do 
you agree?” 

His reply was: “ Propaganda is a necessary means of achieving any 
_—— purpose that is fit for publication. But Herr Hitler is terribly 

andicapped by his anti-Semitism, which is a crazy fad and not a 
political system. The Jews will be his ruin in the long run, even if 
they perish with him—especially if enough of them perish with him.” 


MOSLEY PROTESTS TO B.B.C. 


Mosley has written to the B.B.C. director of foreign talks protesting 
at what he de cribes as “the broadcasting of silly lies about this move- 
ment to foreign countries,” reports the DatLy TELEGRAPH AND

MR. MACDONALD ATTACKS JEWISH 
LEADERS 


Accusation of Disloyalty 
WHITE PAPER TROUNCED BY M.P.s 


[By our Lobby Correspondent) 


One met M.P.s after the debate in the Commons on Thursday of 
last week who doubted whether it had done any good, and some who 
felt it had done more good than harm. But all noted one fact— 
discomfort among many Government supporters at the manner in 
which Ministers are treating the Palestine question. 

The division taken at the end of seven hours’ debate gave a clue to 
this. Only half the Heuse voted, and the Government majority was 
69, or 20 fewer than the majority in the big White Paper debate in 
May. If we remember that Ministers alone in the House of Commons 
number 54, we shall get a true measure of the gloomy satisfaction the 
Government derive from the result. Mr. Noel-Baker, who wound up 
for the Opposition late at night, reckoned there had been ten speeches 
against the White Paper and four in its favour; and of the ten against, 
five were from the Government benches. 

Mr. MacDonald gave pleasure to the pro-Arab section in the House 
and made a show of great firmness in standing by the White Paper. 
No previous Colonial Secretary has been so firm on the Arab side. 
It was as if the Government were painfully conscious of their 
reputation for weakness on many things and had decided they could 
atone by really firm handling of the Jews. One sentence of Mr. 
MacDonald's which jarred above others was: “If 1 were an Arab in 
Palestine, I should be passionately opposed to Jewish gmmigration.” 
If he had imported a sympathetic note and said that 10,000 children 
could enter Palestine, where homes are all ready for them, his speech 
might have been called statesmanlike instead of only clever. As was 
said by Mr. Silverman, the one Jew who spoke in the debate, no one 
has suffered by what the Jews have done; neither the civil nor religious 
rights of the Arabs have been injured. 

The best speech was Mr. Duff Cooper's. It had the historic sense; it 
vibrated with feeling; it rose beyond party scores, and put the blame 
for failure not on Mr. MacDonald but on the Government's policy. 
Jews and Arabs were two old friends who asked for our assistance at 
the same time. We could only satisfy one: The Arabs for twenty 
years had enjoyed greater prosperity and freedom than they had 
known for centuries; but the Jews in their long and tragic history had 
never gone through a period so terrible as the present. We should 
support the Jews. He believed the rulers of the Hedjaz, Transjordan, 
and Iraq would not nurse a lasting grudge against the British Empire 
for insisting upon this comparatively tiny territory being made into a 
real independent National Home for the Jews. 

To sum up: it was good that the debate should be held, and that 
Mr. MacDonald should be reminded of widespread misgivings once 
again before the League Council considers the question. '

had refused to approve of it, it had completely broken down, and 
Jegal immigration had been suspended because it had broken down. 
Where was the consistency or justice in determining to stop illegal 
immigration and at the same time suspending legal immigration? The 
League Council had never yet rejected a decision of the Mandates 
Commission; was it now to do so at the request of the British Govern- 
ment? It was not too late even now to return to the Mandate, coupled 
with some form of federation between the Arab States and Palestine. 


_As an immediate step the immigration decree should be withdrawn 


and the House should discuss the report of the Mandates Commission 
— the Government asked the League Council to ratify the White 
aper. 

Sik ARNOLD WiLson (Con., Hitchin) opened the Government's 
defence by criticising the personnel of the Mandates Commission and 
belittling the importance of its conclusions. As regards immigration, 
he advised the Jews to go to countries other than Palestine, where they 
would never find a home in large numbers. He agreed with Mr. 
Williams, however, that the only solution in the long run was a 
federation of Arab States, which would include a Jewish State. 

Opening for the Opposition Liberals, Mr. Grorrrey MANDER 
(Wolverhampton, E.) said that the White Paper was already revealed 
as,a breach of faith and as a failure. He quoted in detail the Daily 
Hivala’s report of the proceedings at the Mandates Commission and 
of the Commission's findings, challenging the Colonial Secretary to 
deny its authenticity. (Mr. MacDonald refused to do so, claiming that 


jt would be quite improper for him to say “yes” or “no.”) As 
regards the suspension of legal immigration, Mr. Mander péinted out 


that this would obviously serve to increase illegal immigratton, instead 
of decreasing it. Nothing would stop the Jews from going to Palestine, 


and the Arabs knew it; therefore the Government need not think their 


policy would satisfy the Arabs. The White Paper was a hang-over 
from last September, when the Government's foreign policy was to 
retreat before violence. This policy seemed now to be abandoned in 
Europe, and Palestine policy should be changed accordingly. 

A maiden speech came from Masor E. KeELLett (Con., Aston), who 
has travelled widely through Palestine and the neighbouring countries, 
and said that if the Arabs were to take charge of Palestine again it 
would go back to the desert it was before the Jews came there. He 
had no doubt whatever that at the end of five years the Arabs would 
shut down completely on Jewish immigration. To avoid this, he asked 
for a committee of Englishmen, Arabs, and Jews to control immigra- 
tion on the basis of economic absorptive capacity. 


Mr. Duff Cooper's Criticism 
Major Kellett was followed by Mr. Durr Cooper (Con., St. 


George's), who spoke on Palestine for the first time, because he felt the | 


Government's policy was breaking down. He thought the Govern- 
ment's prestige in Palestine was lower than it had ever been, both with 
Jews and Arabs, and the immigration ordnance was a lamentable 
proof of failure. If it was impossible to hold the balance level between 
Arab and Jew. Britain should now weight it in: favour of the Jews, 
for theirs was the greater need and the Arabs had in the past received 
the greater benefits from Britain. Both had been good friends of 
Britain. We should now say plainly to the Arabs: “ We intend here, 
in this small corner of Syria, to support the Jews and to make there 
an autonomous State where the Jews themselves shall control their 
own immigration. You have all these vast spaces of Syria and Arabia 
in which to expand, and you are free to do as you wish.” The 
suffering this would cause the Arabs would not be a hundredth part 
of the sufferings of the Jews to-day. 

Mr. R. R. Stokes (Lab., Ipswich) argued that Britain had given 
contradictory pledges to the Arabs and the Jews, and as the pledge to 
the Arabs was prior in date it should have precedence. His view, after 
paying frequent visits to the Middle and Near East, was that the Arabs 
would never give up Palestine. The Government should find homes 
for the Jews elsewhere in the British Empire. 


Mr. MacDonald Puts His Case

JEWISH AGENCY’S REPLY 


The Jewish Agency for Palestine has issued the following 
statement: 

The Colonial Secretary has appealed to the Jews to co-operate 
with the policy of.the White Paper. He bases his appeal on the 
gratitude due for the actions of former British Governments, 
and former Colonial Secretaries, whose work he is attempting 
to undo. That eratitude is felt, and will continue to be felt. 
It goes out to-day to the British nation and to those in Parlia- 
ment who oppose these attempts; and the Jews are aware that 
even among .those who as yet have not expressed opposition, 
there are many who feel serious and growing misgivings about 
the White Paper policy. . 

The Jewish Agency ‘has for twenty years made loyal co-opera- 
tion with the Mandatory Power the basis of its work and looks 
forward to the time when it will be enabled to resume full 
co-operation. But they state once more that the policy of the 
_ White Paper is devoid of moral and legal basis, and is calcu- 
lated to destroy the last and most holy possession of the Jewish 
people—the National Home. They cannot be expected to help 
to implement the White Paper. 

The Jewish Agency refuses to be made in any way responsible 
for the inevitable consequences of the Government's new 
immigration. policy.

Mr. MacDonald then referred to the new immigration ordinance, 
which he held to be in harmony with the White Paper. He said that 
from April 1 to May 24, 10,350 immigrants (including 1,300 illegal) 
had entered Palestine—the largest six-monthly total for three years. 
Since then 3,507 illegal immigrants had been captured, between 500 
and 1,000 had got into the country undetected, and some 4,000 were at 
sea approaching the coast. This total of about 8,000 cancelled out the 
quota of legal immigration contemplated for the next six months. 
Forty per cent. of the illegal immigrants came from Poland or 
Rumania, and they destroyed théir papers so that they could not be 
repatriated. There was an organised movement to break the immigra- 
tion law for the sake of breaking it. It was having a bad effect upon 
the Arabs in Palestine, and was also bad for Jewish development, 
because it was unselected. 

The Colonial Secretary then said: “The people who can have the 
greatest control over this illegal immigration are the Jewish leaders 
and the Jewish people themselves. If they were so minded, they could 
reduce this illegal immigration very greatly indeed, and I think we are 
entitled to ask for their co-operation in this matter.”

The U.S.A.’s Democratic Dilemma 


[An American Letter from our New York Correspondent] 


One scarcely knows whether to rejoice or to. be jitiery over the 
announcement from Washington that the Dies Committee investigating 
un-American activities intends to hold summer sessions in various parts 
of the country. I have long been of the opinion, privately shared by 
many leading Jews and non-Jews with whom I have discussed the 
matter, that Nazis and other Fascists love nothing.so much as the 
public platform furnished them by Congressional investigations. They 
relish, while, of course, being brazenly indifferent about violating their 
oath to tell the truth, the opportunities thus gained to mouth their 
vicious doctrines, which Press and radio instantly pass on to millions 
of minds—vast segments of which are highly impressionable and, as 
likely as not, subjected to these vapourings for the first time. 

The more sensational and fantastic the allegations made by Nazi 
and Fascist witnesses the more readily they are broadcast. Such 
editorial comment as may appear—a day or two later—in an effort to 
expose their falsity (and not many newspapers or commentators on 
the air take the trouble to do this), reaches but a negligible fraction of 
the readers taken in by the headlines of the original news items. At 
best, its impact is dulled. The problem is so serious that the National. 
Association of Broadcasters, composed of 425 major radio stations, 
has adopted a code of honour under which restrictions are to be 
imposed on controversial broadcasts—issues involving religious, 
educational, and children’s programmes. 

The cry may be raised that this is the beginning of censorship; but 
it must be recognised that the proclamation of truth; however eloquent 
and vigorous, is at a great disadvantage when competing for news-space 
or radio-time with the startling character of calumny and misrepre- 
sentation. It should, however, be possible, by the very flexibility of 
democracy, to devise some means whereby the lies of propagandists, 
uttered from the platforms of important bodies in search of truth, may 
be met by experts on the spot immediately they are spoken. Truth 
might then have a fair chance of victory. ; 


CHRISTIANS CHALLENGE JEW-BAITERS 


That the anxiety felt over the dissemination of lies is not confined 
to Jews alone is well reflected in the zeal with which Catholic-and 
Protestant groups have openly challenged the purveyors of hate. The 
Catholics are rapidly realising that a passive attitude towards Father 
Coughlin and other Catholic Jew-baiters is bound to be a boomerang 
against themselves. Dignitaries of the type of Cardinal Mundelein 
(Chicago), Archbishop Edward Mooney (Father Coughlin’s own 
superior), Bishop Donahue (New York), Archbishop Rummel (New 
Orleans), Monsignor John A. Ryan (Washington), and many others 
are openly rallying their followers to a militant opposition in the 
spirit of the late Pope Pius XI, who denounced anti-Semitism as being 
incompatible with the reality of Christian doctrine, adding that “it 
is not possible for Christians to take part in anti-Semitism. . ... We 
are Semites spiritually.” Through nation-wide organisations and their 
new publication, THe Voice, Catholics, in unison with Protestants, are 
now seriously bent upon destroying anti-Semitism—the common foe 
of Christian and Jew. Last week, the international convention of 
Christian Endeavour, meeting in Cleveland, adopted a resolution con- 
demning bigotry and intolerance, particularly condemning anti- 
Semitism as “a serious reflection upon the highest Christian ideals.” 

With courageous spirits like Cardinal Faulhaber and Pastor 
Niemiller daring to defy Nazism on its native soil, it may not be 
unreasonable to expect that Jews and non-Jews abroad will one day 
stand shguider to shoulder as brothers in defence of civilisation. 


AMERICANS ALL 


An affirmative step on behalf of the American democrats was taken 
on Independence Day when the National Broadcasting Company 
maugurated a feature, under the title of “ Voices of America,” con- 
sisting of dramatic descriptions of democracy at work by eminent 
Americans of foreign birth. Thus millions of Americans heard 
testimony of such men and women as Hjalmar Petersen (Denmark), 
former Governor of the State of Minnesota; Hendrik Willem Van 
Loon (Holland), a noted author; Princess Alexandra Krofftkin 
(Russia), the authoress;: Dudley Digges (Ireland), an actor; Dr. Frieda 
Wunderlich (Germany), Dean of the New -York’ University in Exile: 
Angelo Patri (Italy), a popular educationist; Artur Rodzinski (Poland), 
an orchestral conductor; Vladimir Zworkyn (Russia), a pioneer in 
television; and Edward G. Robinson (Rumania), the cinema and stage 
star.

OTTO KAHN’S “i AM A JEW” 


American newspapers have been devoting much space to the news 
that the princely estate of the late Otto H. Kahn at Woodbury, Long 


Island, has been converted into a recreational centre for thousands of — 


employees of the New York Sanitation Department. It will be recalled 
that Kahn had often been accused of having left the Jewish faith, a 
charge he seldom bothered to contradict. Recently, I had access to a 
private letter which demonstrates his Jewish loyalty and his hatred 
of Nazi anti-Semitism. 

It seems that in 1932 a campaign was waged by the competent com- 
mittee to raise $40,000 to offset the deficit in the fund necessary to 
bring German athletes to the United States for the Olympic Games. 
Otto Kahn was approached as one who had previously been a generous 


donor. He refused on some pretext, and, on being urged to state his 
real reason, he wrote the following little-known reply: “ The strongest 
and most popular political party in Germany represents, with its allies, 
at least 40 per cent. of the German people (and, it seems, much more 
than that of the younger generation). It has made ruthless anti- 
Semitism one of the principal planks of its platform. I am a Jew and 
I cannot reconcile it with my self-respect to contribute to German 
causes as long as anti-Semitism holds place in the programme of so 
numerous and influential an element of the German population.” 


SPECTACULAR PROPAGANDA 
Replying to U.S. Anti-Jews 


Strollers along New York's Broadway goggled appropriately, 
recently, when they saw masses of leaflets being distributed by four 
youths adorned with spectacles of giant size. 

The leaflets, which were eagerly snapped up, provided a hearty and 
salutary laugh. They were headed: “ What's the Spectacle Menace?” 
and “Americans Fight International Spectaclery,” and they went on: 

“Do you know that international spectacle-wearers control over 78 per 
cent. of the wealth of our country? That the President's maternal grand- 
mother was a spectacle-wearer, making the President a hereditary spectacle- 
wearer?

The leaflets, which, though amusing, had their serious side, were 
issued by the United States Non-Sectarian Anti-Nazi League, which 
has already been responsible for a number of sticcessful “ stunts.”

A recent issue of the STUERMER prints, with much satis- 
faction, a letter from the Japanese General Shioden, who, after a visit

An admission that the anti-Semitic movements in Belgium are in 
close touch with Nazi propaganda organisations has been made by their 
leaders in the Belgian Press. 

Baron d’Oldeneel de Heerdrinck, a Rexist Parliamentary candidate - 

and founder of the racialist VoLKSVERWERING, has published the 
following statement in the Brussels Liberal DerNierE Heure: “After 
studying the Jewish problem for many years, 1 took part in 1937 in an 
international congress in Erfurt which was attended by militant anti- 
Semites from all over the world. [In all probability that organised. by 
the “ Welidienst."] We discussed measures for eradicating Jewish 
influence in their respective countries, which I consider as a blight on 
the prosperity and well-being of the Belgian people.” 
_ Another Jew-baiter connected with the VoLKSVERWERING declares 
in a letter in the Brussels Catholic AVANT-GARDE: “ We are endeavour- 
ing to unite all the Belgians of good faith, without distinction of party 
and religion, in a common anti-Jewish front.” 

The Brussels section of the International Law Association, at a 
special meeting, has administered a rebuke to the Union of Flemish 
Lawyers of Antwerp, which recently passed a resolution, by a small 
majority, asserting that Jews were not qualified to be members of the 
Union. In its protest, the International Association pays a tribute to 
the minority ‘who voted against the anti-Semitic resolution, and states 
that their attitude was dictated by a desire to respect the principles of

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WELCOME TURN IN RUMANIA_ 


Anti-Jewish Decisions Reversed 


The Rumanian Svpreme Court has recognised the validity of the 
medical diplomas of nearly 300 Jewish doctors who graduated in Italy 
and who had been denied the right to practise by the anti-Semitic 
Goga Government. 

The District Court of Piatra Neamti has refused to recognise a 
recent decision of the local Bar Association to exclude all Jewish 
members from legal practice. The Court's action has been approved 
by M. lamandi, the Minister of Justice. Disbarred Jewish lawyers 
of Galati, Jassy, and other cities have now applied to the Minister of 
Justice to restore their right to practise. 

The recent action of the well-known Professor Alexander Manolescu 
in denouncing, at a meeting of the Rumanian Royal Medical Society, 
the discrimination against Jewish doctors which, he claimed, had 
resulted in an increase of mortality in the villages and small towns, 
has-already had an excellent effect on the Government. Two new lists 
of medical officers published by the Ministry of Health include twelve 
Jewish doctors, who have been sent to rural districts. 

No doubt disturbed at the present checks to the anti-Semites, 
Professor Jorga, the Jew-baiting ex-Premier of Rumania, who is a 


member of the Crown Council, has announced a new nation-wide ~ 


campaign against the Jews. He is supported by the leader of the 
anti-Semites, Professor Cuza (now also a member of the Crown 
Council), and campaign committees have already been formed: in 
Bucharest, Czernowitz, Jassy, and Kishineff. Professor Jorga hopes, 
as a start, to expel all Jews from trade and commerce. 

Recently, Professor Jorga and Cuza demanded in the Senate that 
economic laws be enacted against the Jews; but the Government 
rejected their proposals.

. nothing to offer humanity 
which would ease its suffering. You claim for the German people 
happiness and the right to material wealth and colonies; all that is 
very good. But do the eighty million Germans constitute the human 
race? Assuredly not. Again, what is your mission to the other 
peoples; what have you planned for their well-being? Nothing, nothing 
at all: You are obsessed by an ardent desire to dominate the world. 
But what after that domination? Again nothing, because your pro- 
gramme contains nothing else. That which was never Germany cannot 
become Germany. Woe to him that is not German; he will be 
destroyed! Sooner or later the world will arise to defend itself from 
one who aishes to dominate it; from a master who cannot remedy its 
manifold evils, spiritually or materially. 

“Our Prophet and his successors sent their armies to fight in all 
corners of the earth. But those conquests. were not for domination 
and subjugation, but to spread the knowledge of the oneness of God. 
.. . We in Egypt and in all other Moslem countries,” he declares, 
“ will never submit to a yoke. If Islam yesterday was obliged to submit 
to foreign domination it was because it was sleeping. To-day it has 
awakened. If it is the weakness of the Moslems which attracts you to 


‘dominate the Orient and want to take over British and French 


possessions, then know that Islam is no longer weak.”

HITLER’S LONDON .“ NEST-EGG”? 
A Curious Banking Transaction 
[From a Correspondent} 


Writing in the New STATESMAN AND NatTION recently, Mr. G. E. R. 
Gedye, the well-known journalist, quoted a “very authoritative ” 
United States source as having declared: ““ We have definite evidence 
in this country ‘that Goebbels, Géring, Ribbentrop, and a number of 
other Nazi leaders are busily—and secretly—building up personal 
fortunes abroad. About the only prominent leader concerning whom 


we have no definite evidence is Adolf Hitler himself. But the evidence © 


we do have is convincing enough for us that the Nazi Party is not 


- preparing to die in the last ditch.” 


Perhaps a little transaction in which I was involved might help to 
‘supply a clue as to whether Hitler is following the example of his 
satellites in preparing a “ nest-egg” abroad for future emergencies. 
Recently, I had occasion to order a book in German from the well- 
known Nazi publishing firm of Franz Eher, of M unich. Eher’s are the 
publishers of Hitler's “ Mein Kampf” (a profitable business for all 
concerned) and of many other official Nazi publications, including 
the VOELKISCHER BEOBACHTER. It is alleged that Hitler has large 
financial interests in the company. On ordering the book, I received 
a rather curious reply instructing me to pay the cost of the book into 
the firm’s account at the Swiss Bank Corporation, of lic, Regent 
Street, London, §.W. What is surprising about this transaction is that 
Germany is supposed to be in such dire need of foreign currency that 
it should, by all expectations, have ‘welcomed. the British money I was 
expending. I have ordered publications from Germany before now, 
and in every previous instance have been asked to send the money 
to Germany. Can it be then that the Eher company—in which Hitler 
is allegedly a large shareholder—is attempting to build up a separate 


account in London?

Sin Samuet. Hoare (Home Secretary): As regards emigration, the 
greater number of refugees now in this country have arrived during 
recent months, and in many cases of recent arrivals there has not ye 
been time to complete arrangements for emigration. If there is a 
prospect of emigration within a reasonable time and arrangements 
can be made for a refugee to be maintained in this country from 
voluntary sources while awaiting emigration, the general policy is that 
temporary asylum in this country ought not to be refused to such 
refugees. 

Apart from the fact that education is being provided for some 
refugee children and that in some rare cases refugees who have fallen 
ill have been admitted to local authority hospitals, I know of no ground 
for the suggestion that the admission of refugees is resulting in charges 
on public funds. On the contrary, I think appreciation should be 
expressed of the charity shown by large numbers of private people in 


- this country and of the way in which the voluntary organisations are 


faithfully discharging their undertaking that refugees should not 
become a charge on public funds. 3 : 


MARRIAGES OF REFUGEES 


Sir Arnold Wilson raised the question of the traffic in marriages 


» between refugees and British subjects, and Mr. Ospert Peake (Under- 


Secretary for Home Affairs) made it clear that if a marriage of con- 
venience between an alien man with a temporary permit and a British 
woman was contracted, the alien did not thereby establish a claim to 
be relieved from his undertaking to re-emigrate; on the contrary, he 
would forfeit his claim to sympathetic consideration. He knew of 
no ground, however, on which the marriage could be prevented, nor 
did he think such a marriage could be regarded as a reason for 
requiring the alien to leave the country before the plans for his 
emigration had matured. 


BRITISH GUIANA 


Mr. Matcotm MacDonartp (Colonial Secretary) told Mr. 
HANNAH (Con., Bilston) that the British Guiana Commission's report 
had been considered by a committee representative of the refugee 
organisations in this country, which had formulated tentative proposals 
for a scheme of refugee settlement on an experimental scale. These 
proposals had been referred to. the United States Refugee Committee 
for their views. 


POPULATION OF PALESTINE 


Mr. Tom Williams asked the Colonial Secretary for the Depart- 
mental estimate of the natural imcrease in population in Palestine, 
showing the difference between the Jewish and Arab sections. 

Mr. MacDonald: The present Arab rate of natural increase is 
estimated at 23.75 per thousand and the Jewish rate at 20.53 per 
thousand. It is estimated that by 1948 the Arab rate of natural increase 
will have decreased to 20.77 per thousand; the Jewish rate of natural 
increase remaining constant at 20.53. Thereafter it is expected that 
the Jewish rate will begin to exceed the Arab rate. | 7 

Speaking in the Colonial Office debate, Mr. Williams referred to 
this answer, and said: Actually, of course, the latest figures for 1938 
given in the statistical Blue Book issued by the Palestine Government 
show that the Arab birth-rate is 28.4 and the Jewish birth-rate 18.34 
per 1,000.

United Congregation’s Success 
[From our Correspondent) 


After expressing indignation at the Colonial Secretary's decision to 
suspend immigration to Palestine, Mr. D. L Sandelson, the President, 
in submitting the report at the annual meeting of the United Hebrew 
Congregation, held last week at the Synagogue Chambers, said that 
they could pride themselves upon a very successful record of activity. 

Mr. Sandelson congratulated Leeds Jewry on the splendid financial 
response it had made. The members, he said, were ready to make still 
greater efforts, so long as they were assured that the Congregation 
was discharging its task in no petty parochial spirit, but was carrying 
out this work as a “ generating station ” of Jewish life as a whole in 
the city. Their “Communal House” had become a sort of Jewish 
Town Hall. Although they had devoted part of their funds to 
Hebrew education, he regretted that not enough had been done in 
that direction. He envisaged the time when the Congregation would 
be the medium of ‘substantial subventions towards the cause of Jewish 
learning -and culture. 

Mr. Henry Freedman, Treasurer, moved the adoption of the 
accounts. He thanked the members for the support that they had. 
given to the Congregation during the year, which showed that the 
Community had become very much more conscious of what their work 
meant for the good of Jewry as a whole. Although their income had 
increased substantially during the past year, they would not feel free 
‘to intensify their work on the lines indicated by the President, until 
they saw a reduction in their liability of £23,000. 

Mr. A. M. Hurwitz, having seconded the adoption 8f the balance- 
sheet. Mr. S. Lubelski congratulated the Executive on their efficient 
administration. He suggested the abolrtion of “ shnoddering ” at the 
Belgrave Street Synagogue. He complained that a number of members 
had failed to pay the special levy imposed to defray the sum of 
£2,500, the cost of thé new dome. Mr, B. Harrison thought that they

FIRE AT THE JEWISH INSTITUTE 
Extensive Damage to Building 


[From our Correspondent] 


Damage to the extent of several thousand pounds was caused by an 
outbreak of fire that occurred at the premises of the Jewish Institute 
in South Portland Street early on Friday morning. 

The building is flanked on one side by the South Portland Street 
Synagogue and on the other by houses, the déccupiers of which were 

Fortunately, the fire was 
confined to the Institute and no damage was done to adjoining 
property. | 

The janitor, Mr. Adam Cunningham, his wife, and sister-in-law had 
a miraculous escape from death. Their flat is at the top of the building 
and the firemen did not know they were in the premises. Mr. 
Cunningham awoke to find his flat filled with smoke. He managed to 
swing himself from a window to the roof, on to which he dragged 
the two women. Making their way through the blinding smoke they 
clambered along the slates and down through the roof of the adjacent 
Synagogue. 
pets, died in the fire. 


The police officially state that the cause of the fire is unknown 
though it is considered that it began in the bar on the ground floor 
and worked its way through the spacious billiard hall, dining room, 
lounge, and upwards into the‘large ballroom. The roof of the building 
was severely damaged.

ART NOTES 


ARTISTS OF FAME AND PROMISE 


The summer exhibition of paintings, drawings, and sculpture at the 
Leicester Galleries is this year devoted to “Artists of Fame and 
Promise.”. Not many of the famous are represented by works of 
real importance, and the promising have little difficulty in holding their 
own in an exhibition of such level merit and wide taste that no one 
is likely to go away dissatisfied. 

Curiously enough, some of the best works are by artists who canclaim 
neither fame nor promise. There is, for instance, Charles Chaplin, 
the Englishman who lived in Paris at the end of last century. His 
“Femme au bord de la mer” has a sense of placing, a quality of 
paint, and a poise that make one regret the artist's later work. There 
are two lovely little landscapes by Lépine that are worthy of Corot 
and Boudin, and there is a classic drawing by the English Alfred 
Stevens; whose importance is at last being brought to public attention. 

Of the famous, it is good to see a Brangwyn again, and Stanley 
Spencer's self-portrait is first rate. There are a luscious little landscape 


by Derain, and exquisite water-colours by Wilson Steer and D. S. 


MacColl. 

Among the best works by artists of promise are an interior by 
Colin MacInnes with lovely tonal relations, a strong and sound “ Welsh 
Farmyard near Cardigan,” by John Aldridge, “ Skating “ and “ Thames 


‘at Isleworth,” by Philip Poyser, showing a personal vision, water- 


colours by Frederick Jerusalem and Diana Murphy, and sculpture 
by Mary Duras, Else Fraenkel, and Elizabeth Spurr. Miss Spurr’s 
wood-carvings are alive yet perfectly controlled within their rhythmic 
form. 

As an oil-painter, Edmond Kapp must so far be considered promising 
rather than famous, and his “ Young Peach Tree” is a typically fresh 
and joyous work. His sister Helen's “ Winter Sun ”’ is virile and satis- 
fying. Also of particular Jewish interest are works by Lucien Pissarro, 


‘Brodzky, Enid Solomon, Albert Rutherston, Michael Rothenstein, 


Gertler, V. Boberman, Florence Engelbach, Pascin, Chagall, and 


Epstein. 
CITIES AND SUBURBS S. 


The three artists exhibiting at the Arcade Gallery make excellent 
foils to each other. They are all interested in the City and the goings 
on there, but from completely different points of view. Horst Nessler 
is a decorative painter. His cold, geometric, intricate compositions are 
intriguing and his colour is personal and pleasing. “ Mayfair House” 
is a very nicely conceived decoration, and “ Ruins,” a small picture, 
curiously reminiscent of Paul Nash’s war pictures, is extremely good. 

Stephen Bone is a man of feeling. His reactions to streets and 
houses and the things he knows well are simple and straightforward. 
His “ Sunlight in the City of London ” is an intricate contre-jour. The 
clever way the problem of the light is managed does not interfere in 
the least with the feeling of the picture as a whole. Its essential 
“Londonness” is preserved, and the familiar Buses, horses, and 
buildings are created anew for. us. 

Fred Uhiman has a number of small early paintings. They lack 
the confidence of his later work, of course, as well as the skill, but 
they have all the essential happiness and simplicity that is so much 
part of this artist's make-up. 
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THE FAMILY 


OLIDAYS are more or less a modern 
HH isseation Formerly, men and women 

of noble families went from their homes 
only on specific errands. The young men of 
the late Middie Ages undertook the Grand 
Tour as a definite part of their education. But 
the discomforts of travel in early days made 
it unattractive to women, and they engaged in 
it only when they were either bound by duty 
to accompany their menfolk or were obliged 
for their own safety to flee. 

To-day, practically all sections of the com- 
munity regularly set forth on journeys of vary- 
ing length and regard the spending of a set 
number of days or weeks away from their 
homes as a normal annual routine. 

And so the Family Holiday has become 
established, only for many of us to discover 
in it certain anomalies and disadvantages. The 
Family Holiday is undertaken more or: less 
exclusively - by those families which are~not 
sufficiently wealthy to make separate arrange- 
ments for their members. But like so many 
‘other institutions, it has become an accepted 
teadition, and like so many traditions it 
perpetuates a practice the very opposite to 
reason or logic. For it is precisely in those 
families where for economic reasons life is 
lived very much at close quarters that a real 
break-away, not only from work and home 
but also from each other, is most desirable and 
most necessary. 


The Conventional Way 


There are, of course, practical difficulties to 
overcome. Children cannot be dumped down 
unconditionally and left to care for themselves. 
There must, on the contrary, be very detailed 
and exact arrangements made for their care 
and comfort if they, too, are to derive physical 
benefit from the holiday. But, as in so many 
other things, the most difficult obstacle to a 
sane and logical arrangement of many people’s 
holiday is the sentimental superstition that 
parents and children are best catered for by 
being transferred en bloc to any convenient sea- 
board, and there left to continue in the more 
rarefied atmosphere the often painful situations 
they create for one another at home. 

The spectacle of the children playing on the 
beach, in their attractive suits, is said to 
gladden the hearts alike of fond Mamma and 
proud Papa. Actually, fond Mamma, having 
spent overtime in collecting and providing the 
said gladsome beach clothes, spends most of

GREEN PEAS 


Coox peas in fast-boiling water, to which add one teaspoonful of salt, 
two teaspoonfuls of sugar, and two sprigs of mint to every two quarts. 
They should take fifteen to twenty minutes, according to the age of the peas. 


Peas a la Francais 
Shelled peas, 1 pt. Margarine, 2 ozs. 
Two round lettuces. Salt and pepper. 
One small onion. Sugar, | teaspoonful. 
2 sprigs parsiey. 
CuT lettuces into quarters and put them in a casserole with the margarine 
and peas; add sugar, salt, and pepper to taste: the onion peeled and the 
rsley. Cover closely and cook over a very gentle heat or in a slow oven 
or about three-quarters of an hour. Remove onion and parsley and serve. 


Egg Croquettes and Peas 
Cooked peas. 


Milk, 1 gill. 
3 hard boiled eggs. Beiter, | oz. 
One raw egg. Flour, 1 oz. 


Lemon juice, 4 teaspoonful. 

Salt and pepper. 
SHELL and chop egg. Melt butter in a saucepan, stir in flour, and 
gradually add milk; stir over a gentle heat till it thickens and leaves the 
sides of the saucepan without sticking. Add chopped eggs, lemon juice, 
and seasoning, and spread on a plate till cold. With floured hands, form 
into croqueties, brush over with beaten egg, and roll in breadcrumbs. Fry 
a golden brown in a frying basket in deep vegetable fat. Put the peas on 

a hot dish; arrange the croquettes on top, and serve at once. 


Creamed Peas in Border Mould 


Cooked peas. Salt and pepper. 
2 eggs. Le Butter, 2 ozs. 
White sauce, 4 pt. Chopped mint. 

Rus sufficient cooked peas through a sieve to make half a pint: season 
this pulp with salt, pepper, and a little onion powder or juice, and add the 
lightly beaten egg yolks and melted butter. Whip the egg whites to a stiff 
froth, fold into the mixture, and turn into a well-greased border mould, 
filling about two-thirds full. Stand in a tin of water, and bake in a 
moderate oven till firm. Turn out on to a hot dish, and fill the centre 
with creamy white sauce, in which a cup of cooked peas has been heated. 
Sprinkle with finely-chopped mint, and serve at once. 


Green Pea Salad 2 
CHOOSE some large tomatoes of equal size, cut in halves, and remove the 
centre. (Reserve for .sauce or stew.) Moisten cooked peas with 
mayonnaise, heap up in the tomato cases, and serve on individual plates 


Breadcrumbs.

For a pint of cooked 
peas make the following sauce: Add one teaspoonful of onion juice, one 
tablespoonful of grated cheese, one tablespoonful of lemon juice, and two 
tablespoonfuls of salad. oui to one gill of cold white sauce. Whisk lightly, 
and add the peas. Heap up in a bowl, put a border of shredded lettuce, 
and garnish with hard-boiled egg and radish roses.

Next week-end the Order holds its annual conference at the Macca- 
bean Hall, Cheetham Hill Road, Manchester, and in the course of the 
proceedings a tribute will be paid to Bro. Morris Wilks, who is 
relinquishing the post of Grand Master after three years of most 
strenuous efforts in times of exceptional difficulty and stress. Bro. 
Wilks has enjoyed the confidence of the Order throughout the country, 
and has built tp a reputation for single-minded endeavour and com- 
plete integrity. It is a foregone conclusion that his successor will be 
Bro. J. Slutsky, the present Grand Vice-Master and Chairman of the 
Association of Jewish Friendly Societies. A young man of great 
promise, who has achieved success in Zionist circles and youth move- 
ments, the new Grand Master will have abundant opportunities of 
proving his value to the Order. 


The Membership Problem 


The report reveals that the Order is concerned over the depletion of its 
membership caused by “erasures,’ the main reasons being inefficient 
collecting and absence of contact with individual members. By the appoint- 
ment of a “collector-canvasser,’ the position is being strengthened in 
suburban lodges which have seriously suffered either from the lack of 
regular collecting or from indifferent administration. It is felt that another 
official of this character is needed, but in the last resort the position can 
only be adequately remedied by the personal attention of the responsible 
lodge officers. 

A new fund has been created to provide the means for propaganda, 
publicity, canvassing, and bonus grants. The system employed by the Orders 
to gain new recruits is to offer a bonus of a guinea to a member for 
the introduction of a male adult candidate not over forty years. The 
payment is borne equally by the Lodge and the Order, and is given 
on completion of six months’ contributing membership. At the last annual 
conference, lodges were authorised, if they so desired, to combine together 
in a scheme for the centralisation of collections but no steps have been 
taken to bring these arrangements into effect. As in other Orders, a 
scheme is now in view to provide endowment benefits for boys and girls, 
linked up with social facilities and the organisation of local groups. When 
conditions are more favourable it is the Orders intention to set up a 
juvenile group at headquarters and to follow with groups in. certam 
Provincial centres, ° 

Refugee Work 
- In December, 1938, the Association of Jewish Friendly Societies launched 
an appeal for £50,000 on behalf of the refugees, in the name of the Jewssh 
Friendly Society movement. It is stated that prior to the issue of ths 
appeal, the response from the lodges was spasmodic and that the donations 
made to the various appeal funds im existence were very meagre. The 
Order thereupon convened a special conference, when it was decided to 
call upon every lodge to levy the members a minimum sum of 3d. a 
week, the object being that the Grand Order of Israel and Shield of 
David should be able to remit £5,000 to the Association. As a leading 
constituent of that organisation, the Order feels that it has every reason 
to expect an adegquate,response from its vast membership, in view of the 
urgent necessity and the sacredness of the cause of helping distressed 
coreligionists in lands of persecution. A substantial advance was made 
from the Benevolent Fund, it being intimated at the same time that 


“members in distréss*Would not thereby be deprived of any possible 


benefit. Numerous meetings have, been addressed, and a special com- 
mittee was set up to superinfend the coHection and remittance of donations 


to the central funds. According to a return of lodge collections appended 


to the report, the total sum collected so far is £1,574, but this sum imcludes 
£410 for the Jewish National Fund and £160 for the Polish Fund. Lodges 
were given the right to earmark all or any portion of thei collection 
for any specific fund. It is admitted that there are several lodges where 
the response cannot be regarded as satisfactory, and in an appeal to such 
lodges the report urges: “In a matter of such vast appeal when human 
destiny is at stake, no effort should be spared to succour those whom the 


‘greatest tragedy of modern times has deprived of home and livelihood.” 


Social facilities in the Order continue to be provided by the Club 
and Institute in Adler Street. In addition to the reguiar amenities, there 
-were children’s entertainments. The Club is represented at the Association - 
for Jewish Youth: Several prominent Grond Lodge members are office 
holders in both the. Association of Jewish Friendly Societies and the 
Birchington Convalescent Home. There are three representatives at the 
Board of Deputies, while the Order is also represented at the Zionist Pedera- 
tion, quite apart from the individual affiliation of numerous lodges. 


. Work in the Provinces 
In Scotland the Order has a powerful organisation known as the Scottish 


Subsidiary Grand Lodge, which organised a successful mass meeting on 


behalf of the refugees. Secretary for over sixteen years, Bro. B. Radin 
has retired on account of ill-health. The Order continues to be well repre- 
sented on the local Jewish organisations in Glasgow. The Lancashire . 
District Council has strengthened its position in a variety of ways, 
articularly in Liverpool, where there is a progressive Institute. The 
Diriiaatnian Council has been active in the direction of naming beds 
at the Birchington Convalescent Home. The President of this Council, 
Bro. H. Jaffa, is praised for his energetic work. 

The Order's Approved Society under National Health Insurance ts 
administered by an Insurance Committee with Bro. M. Wilks as Chairman, 
and Bro. J. Slutsky as Deputy Chairman. Though the last valuation dis- 
closed a surplus, the payment of additional benefits was not permitted 
by the Ministry of Health. This was due to the large number of claims 
made upon the Society and in particular to the “solid core of disablement 
cases.” The investments in the National Health Insurance Accounts 
amount to £84,973, of which amount £38,412 is held by the Ministry. 
The state-insured membership is about 13,500. The ordinary membership 
of the Order, as at December 31, 1938, was returned at 8,210, and total 
funds at £59,099. For the year under review, income was £40,099, expendi. 
ture on benefits £31,317, and on management £7,637. 
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COMPANY MEETING 


The sixty-second Annual General Meeting of The Distillers Company 
Limited was held in the North British Station Hotel, Edinburgh, on Friday, 
July 21, 1939, when the Right Hon. Lord Forteviot, O.B.E., M.C., Chair- 
man of the Company, presided. 

The Chairman said: 

I shall first deal with the Accounts, which I presume I may take as read. 
On the Assets side you will observe that the first two items, Land and 
Buildings, Plant and Utensils, amount to £650,077. These Assets have been 
fully maintained out of Revenue, and, in addition, ample depreciation has 
been provided in accordance with our established practice. 

Sundry Investments at £6,133,111 show little variation from last year’s 
figure, and, despite the fall in the market quotation of our holding of 
British Government Securities which has taken place, the total value of 


the Investments is considerably in excess of the figure at which they stand | 


in the Balance Sheet. 

Our Investments in Subsidiary Companies receive individual scrutiny 
at each balancing period, and any fall in values is provided for to the 
extent considered necessary by your Board. That policy has again been 
followed in preparing the Accounts which are in your hands, and the 
figure of £16,825,923, at which Investments in Subsidiary Companies appear, 
has been arrived at on the usual conservative basis. 


The last item, Cash in Bank and on Hand, at £3,239,713, shows an 


increase of over £1,400,000 on the corresponding figure last year, but it 
has to be borne in mind that your Company acts as Banker to the Group, 
and has to be in a position to meet any calls for finance required to 
maintain and develop the widespread and comprehensive activities of the 
organisation at home and overseas. The Cash balance will, of course, 
be reduced by £1,210,492, the amount required to meet the proposed final 
Dividends and cash Bonus. . 

On the Liabilities side of the Account, the Reserve Fund, the Super- 
annuation and Provident Fund, and the Fire Insurance Fund, are increased 
by the amounts shown in the Directors’ Report. The increase in the 
first two items is on the same scale as in previous years. The addition 
to the Fire Insurance Fund, however, is £150,000 as compared with £50,000 
in each of the three previous years. At the present figure of £500,000 the 
Fire Insurance Fund may appear disproportionately large compared with 
the figure at which the Land, Buildings, Plant, and Utensils stand in the 
Accounts, but the position falls into proper perspective when it is realised 
that the cost of replacement of our Fixed Assets is very much in excess 
of their book value, and when it is further borne in mind that the Reserve 
is designed to cover not only actual damage to those Assets, but the 
consequential loss that would result from any disturbance to the production 
of our large operating units. The factor of War Risks, which cannot 
be excluded in the present disturbed international situation, has also to 
be reckoned with, and your Board had this risk particularly in view when 
they increased the appropriation to the Fire Insurance Fund from £50,000 
to £150,000. | 

Reference is made in the Directors’ Report: to the proposal that 
£4,276,385 of the amount at the credit of the Reserve Fund should be 
capitalised and applied in paying up in full a corresponding number of 
Ordinary Shares for distribution to the Ordinary Stockholders in the 
proportion of two new Shares for every £5 of Stock held. We 
propose to call an Extraordinary General Meeting for Thursday, 
October, 19, for the purpose of passing the mecessary formal Resolu- 
tions for the increase of Capital and capitalisation of Reserves, and 
immediately thereafter to issue Allotment Letters to the holders of Ordinary 
Stock ‘on’ the Register at September 30. The usual rights of renunciation 
and splitting will be conferred, and, after the final allotment has been 
made, the Shares will be converted into Stock, which will rank pari passu 
with the existing Ordinary Stock as from May 16, 1939, the beginning 
of the Company's current financial year, and Certificates for which will 
be issued as soon as possible. I have to explain that this issue is being 
made solely in order to bring the issued Capital into closer relationship 
with the working Capital actually employed in the business. It is intended 


at the same time to increase the authorised Capital of the Company by 


£5.000,000 to £20,000,000. If this proposal is approved, the Company 
will still have £2,832,653 of Capital for issue if and when circumstances 
require. 1 am not, of course, in a position to forecast the rate of Dividend 
which the Company will be able to pay in future, as the distribution will 
naturally depend on the position and prospects of the business at the time, 
bu* your Directors cannot expect to maintain the present rate of Dividend 
on the increased Capital. | 

The Directors are giving serious- consideration to establishing a central 
Superannuation and Provident Scheme, to be vested in the names of 
Trustees, and transferring to them the various Funds which have been 
established in this Company and the Subsidiary and Associated Companies. 

Another full year’s production of both Grain and Malt Whisky has been 
undertaken at our Distilleries, filling orders being well maintained. 

Market prices of Whisky with age, especially eight years and older, have 
hardened cofisiderably, indicating the continued scarcity of well matured 
stocks which are in great demand, and for the U.S.A. market in particular. 

The policy of maintaining the Company's Plant and Equipment in a 


thorough state of efficiency is ii’ front..of ws... The Blending “and 


Bottling establishments of several of our principal Subsidiaries have recently 
undergone reconstruction, which brings them completely up-to-date, whilst 
other modernisations are in proéess or in contemplation. 

During the past year imi the Home trade the brands of Scotch Whisky 
sold by our Group Companies have again shown up well. Whiskies with 
age still command high prices, but your Directors are satisfied they have 
nothing to fear on this point, having ample cover to meet all demands and 
to give continuity of quality and age, which is so essential. 

Our Export trade, for the period under review, has shown a steady 


increase in most of the foreign markets where Scotch Whisky is consumed, © 


and the existing trading conditions permit us to report that the perturbed 
European situation, up to the present date, has not adversely affected our 
sales to any appreciable degree. 


The Distillers Company Limited 


Our Empire Export trade has been regular throughout the year, and 
the closing figures reveal a very satisfactory result. 

The American trade continues to expand, and the Anglo-American Trade 
Agreement—in which Scotch Whisky figured as the largest item of British 
exportation—gratified both the Importers and the Exporters by perma- 
nently stabilising the rate of Duty on this commodity in the United States 
of America for the term of the Treaty, and we congratulate the Repre- 
sentatives of the Board of Trade upon the satisfactory and fair manner in 
which these negotiations were carried through. 


Taking a general survey we believe that, barring eventualities which 


may emanate from fluctuating world-economic conditions, prospects in the 
Export market are encouraging. 


Our Gin Companies continue to hold a. leading position in both Home > 


and Export markets, and a steady demand prevails for the well known 
brands. 

In these days of public proclamation of the indispensability of beverages, 
may I remind the Stockholders of the-wholesomeness and the palatability 
of our own products. The Scotch Whisky and Soda, and the various 


combinations of which Gin is a component, retain, as of old—in spite of . 


the increase of price due to enhanced Duty—their value as healthy and 
attractive beverages. May I ask the Stockholders to recommend the 
commodities, on the sale of which their Dividends so largely depend. 


No doubt the Stockholders will have noticed the recent decision of the 
Justiciary “Appeal Court of Scotland on the questior®of what constitutes 
Scotch Whisky. Your Directors received with gratification the decision 
laid down, namely, that only Whisky which is entirely distilled in Scotland 
has the right to bear the name of Scotch. This, of course, has always been 
the view of your Board, and, in our opinion, of the consuming public. 
Our satisfaction in this respect is no doubt shared by the Stockholders, and, 
in view of the world-wide distribution of our products, this ts a decision 
of supreme importance to the Scotch Whisky trade. 

During the year, The Distillers Company Limited continued the policy 
they have adopted over a considerable period in giving what they felt was a 
reasonable price for Scotch Barley purchased for the use of their Malt 
distilling interests. This was done in order to ensure a fair price to the 
Home Growers of Barley, and with a view to encouraging them to grow a 
crop on which the prosperity of Scotland so largely depends. 

The price which we paid last year was above what we would have been 
called upon to pay for imported Barley, and was, in fact, in excess of what 
we would have paid had we obtained our requirements from England. 
This action has cost the Company. this year over £100,000, but we were of 
opinion that the good relations, which have always existed between this 
Company and the Farmers, were worth maintaining, even at considerable 
cost to ourselves. We are confident that the policy we adopted obviated a 
debacle in Scotch Barley. prices, and we understand that the farming 
community generally appreciated our attitude. As the largest buyers of 


Barley in Scotland, we were able to carry through this policy, but unfor- 
- tunately our lead was not followed by all others, and therefore such 


other users were able to cover their requirements from cheaper sources. 
This situation is inequitable, and it is possible that we may have to review 
our attitude, unless every concern purchasing Barley for Malt Whisky 


distilling is placed on the same basis. Several schemes have been put 


forward, and there is a Parliamentary Bill on hand, from which something 
may develop on the lines indicated. | 

The Industrial Alcohol market during the last year has not varied very 
much, and the quantity sold is approximately the same as the year before. 
There has. been keen competition, but we have retained our share of the 
business. 

Owing to the imposition of a Tax on Industrial Alcohol for motor fuel, 
the quantity sold decreased, but not to a very large extent, and it was 
made up for by other uses. 

In Australia, the Industrial Alcohol Factory had a good year, and it 
looks as if it were going to improve still further as the sles are steadily 


increasing. We hope some day, with the support of the Queensland 


Government, to be able to use up all the waste Molasses produced in 
Queensland. 3 


Our Yeast business had a fairly good year, and the sales kept up well. ° 


We have kept our process of manufacture up to date, and have made 
many improvements. The quality has been very satisfactory. 

Both in the Industrial Spirit and in the Yeast business we have had to 
meet severe competition, but the results have been fairly steady for the 
last few years. 

On the Chemical side of our business we have been actively extending 
our interest in the manufacture of new products, the result, mainly, of 
work done by our own Research Department. We are neglecting no 
opportunity of investigating all possible methods for the manufacture of 
Industrial Alcohois and Chemicals from such indigenous materials as coal 
or coke or waste industrial gases, should, at any future time, such methods 
become cheaper than those in use to-day. At present, our basic raw 
material, as is well known, is Molasses, which has to be imported in very 
large quantities. In any case, it is essential to take a long view in develop- 
ment work of this kind. 

We are actively developing synthetic Resins with ‘special physical 
properties which we anticipate will have extended uses in the future. 

During the year in question, we have acquired a majority holding in 
Commercial Solvents (Great Britain), Ltd., whose Factory at Bromborough 
in Cheshire is making Industrial Alcohol and Solvents by fermentation. 

Our Building Supply Department has continued to expand, and both our 
Factories. are working to capacity in manufacturing our Gyproc Plaster 
Board and Specia! Plasters, which continue to find favour with the Building 


Trade. 


Since our last Annual Meeting, the Directors have had in hand the 
serious problem of Air Raid Precautions. Every possible measure has 
been or is being taken to ensure the protection of our various Works and

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Investments and Securities 


It is a noticeable fact in stock markets at the moment that while | 


the more confident tone of recent weeks is fully maintained and in 
many sections there has been some broadening of business, the gilt- 
edged market has not participated in the improvement. Prices for 
British Government securities have continued to slip back with business 
in the as a whole on a small scale. Scrips of recent new issues 
such as the Sudan, Australia, and L.C.C. loans remain at a discount, 
and floating supplies are only being slowly absorbed by investors. 
The reason for this apathy in the gilt-edged market, which normally 
has given the lead to markets on any revival of confidence, is to be 
found in prospective Defence borrowing. It is known that Defence 
loans to a total of some £350,000,000, apart from Treasury Bill issues, 
are to be issued in the current year, but there is no knowledge of the 
possible terms or time of such issues. It is thought that they may not 
come before the autumn. Meanwhile, prospective investors in gilt- 
edged show a tendency to await such issues rather than buy existing 
stocks. There is the natural feeling that such large loans will have to 
be offered on attractive terms. | 


INDUSTRIAL ISSUES 


It is in the industrial market that interest is now centred and in 
which the broadening of business is mainly seen. Fixed interest issues 
remain neglected; it is the ordinary “equity” issues which are being 
bought. There is undoubtedly a sound basis for this movement. 
Business statistics give clear evidence of a high and rising level of trade 
activity throughout the country. Month by month unemployment 
continues to fall; iron and steel production is at a high level, home 
railway traffics are improving, the note circulation is approaching a 
record figure, and many other industrial indices and statistics are of a 
most encouraging character. Such activity is, of course, largely a 
reflection of huge Government spending on rearmament, but it must 
be remembered that the effect of such spending is not confined to 
“armament” industries. It means greater public spending power and 
an increased demand for all kinds of “consumers goods.” Despite 
increased taxation and the necessity for conservative treatment of 
profits, such industrial prosperity should also mean increased profits 
and dividends for industrial shareholders. Given continued absence 
of the fear of immediaté political disturbances in Europe or elsewhere, 
there seems every reason to look for a continuance of the current 
advance in industrial share values. 


IMPERIAL TOBACCO 


he Imperial Tobacco Co. (of Great Britain and Ireland) has just - 


announced the maintenance of its interim dividend for the current year 
at 74 per cent., tax free, as for each of the past five years: The £1 ordinary 
stock units of this Company are among the leading industrial investments 
quoted on the Stock Exchange. They have risen to around 6; recently, 
as compared with a price of 6 1/32nd at one time this year. Even at the 
current price on the basis of the 25 per cent., tax free, dividend distributed 
for each of the past three years there is a yield available equivalent to 
nearly 5} per cent., less tax. The duty on tobacco is increased in the 
current year, and there were fears that this might have an adverse effect 
on the demand for tobacco. The feeling is growing, however, that the 
effect on consumption of the new duty is likely to be negligible, while on the

the safety of our Workers. Our employees have been classified into groups, 
so as to release as many as possible immediately for National Service, and 
to enable our various Companies to ay those essential to the operation 
of the plants. This has involved consid@rable expense, but your Directors 
felt: that the best way to prevent hostilities is to be prepared, arid it is 


considered that money spent in this way is in the interests of the Stock- — 


holders, the Staffs, and the Country. 
You will see from the Annual Report that Mr. William Harrison does not 


’ seek re-election as a Director, and out best wishes go to him in: his retire- 


ment. His long connection with the Company and the valuable services 
he has rendered during that time have earned him the gratitude of his 
colleagues and the Stockholders. This created a vacancy on the Manage- 
ment Committee, and, in view of the continually expanding duties and 
responsibilities, it was decided to appoint an additional member thereto. 
Mr. T. H. Board and Mr. H. J. Ross, who are well-known Directors of the 
Company, have been elected. 

Mr. Hogarth, during the year, resigned from the Board on his retiral 
from business, and I wish to confirm our appreciation of his long record of 
useful work.

JERUSALEM ELECTRIC & PUBLIC SERVICE 
CORPORATION 


PROGRESS DESPITE DISTURBANCES 


The tenth annual general meeting of the Jerusalem Electric and Public Service 
Corporation, Ltd., was held on July 26 at Winchester House, London, E.C. 

Mr. William Shearer, the Chairman, who presided, said: When I addressed ~ 
you a year ago, I had occasion to refer, as indeed I did in the two previous years, 
to the disturbed conditions prevailing in Palestine, and I expressed the hope that 
we would be able to meet this year in a more favourable atmosphere. Unfor- 
tunately, the year under review showed no improvement in political conditions, 
and the anxiety experienced in operating and administering our undertaking 
was in no way alleviated. 


TRYING CONDITIONS 
In September last, as you will remember, there was serious rioting in the Old 


City, and disturbances in certain of the outlying districts, which interfered with 


our services, and while the physical damage done to our property was not of a 
particularly serious nature, you will readily understand that the local manage 
ment: and staff had to carry out their duties under very trying conditions. Ouite 
recently, seven of our sub-stations were simultaneously attacked, and while 
supplies were temporarily interefered with over a considerable portion of our 
area, the prompt action of the manager and operating staff was instrumental im 
restoring supplics with a minimum of inconvenience to consumers. The claims 
on our insurance companies were not very onerous, but the Directors much 
appreciated the prompt and satisfactory manner in which such claims were 
settled. 

I am sure we are all pleased to have with us to-day our colleague from 
Jerusalem, Mr. Le Bouvier, who in December last was kidnapped and held te 
ransom. At that time he underwent a most trying ordeal, but his personal 
courage, ingenuity, and tact stood him in good stead, and we heartily con 
gratulate him on having effected a quick release, without, we trust, any permanent 
damage to his health. 

It will be apparent that in this atmosphere of. unrest, it has not been possible 
to develop business to the same extent on our usual progressive lines, nor & 
produce the results which would have been achieved if our operating costs 
had not been adversely affected in various directions by reason of the abnormal 
conditions referred to. 

In spite of all these difficulties, however, it is gratifying to be able to record an 

increase in the number of our consumers ‘during the year of 2,008, or approxi 
mately 124 per cent. Since the close of the Corporation's -financia] year m 
March last, a further 300 consumers have been added, so that the total at date 
is over 18,000. The units sold also show an increase of some 124 per cent., the 
total for the year being 6,773,265—and while the rate of increase was at a lower 
rate than for the previous year, we feel that in the circumstances it is by se 
means unsatisfactory. 
The whole of our plant has operated very satisfactorily during the year, and I 
am pleased to be able to say. that, although there was no increase in the maximum 
demand on.ihe generators, there was a very definite improvement in the load 
factor, which I regard as a most satisfactory feature for an undertaking of this 
nature. . 


INDUSTRIAL LOAD AGAIN INCREASED 


I referred last year to the steady increase. in connected industrial load, and 
it is satisfactory to note that this, too, has been substantially increased, the 
increase for the year being 1,610 h.p., a much higher rate of increase than for 
the previous year. The increase in h.p. of heaters connected has indeed been 
remarkable, totalling 3,134 h.p., or more than double that connected in the 
previous year, the total connections in these two categories now amounting to 
no less than 14,674 h.p. | | 

The opportunity was taken during the year of completing the switchboard 
gallery and transferring to it the whole of the generator and feeder switchgear, 
which will result in very considerable operating benefits to the staff. Provisios 
of a further water storage cistern is now in hand, and arrangements are being 
made for doubling up the fuel oil storage and providing garage accommodation 
on the power station site, additional land having been purchased for the latter 
purpose. All of these measures will tend to make the station more self- 
contained in the event of further emergencies arising.

‘As I have already mentioned, some damage wa4 done last September in the 
Old City, and unfortunately this also affected Municfpal property, and as a result 
the policy of extending the street lighting has been somewhai restricted and has 
been more or less confined to additions at points indicated by the authorities 
in the interests of securjty.

STANDARD BANK OF SOUTH AFRICA 
SOUND POSITION. 


The 126th ordinary meeting of theStandard Bank of South Africa, Ltd., was 
held on’ July 26 at Southern House”/London, EC. 

Mr. Robert E. Dickinson, who presided, said that after making an a oe 
tion to contingencies account there was a balance of profit of £573,147, as 
against £621,633 in the previous year. It was recommended that £150,000 be 
allocated te the officers’ pension fund and that a final dividend of 7s. per share 
be paid, together with a bonus of 2s. per share, making a total of 14 per cent. 
for the year. Having regard to the quieter business conditions which had 
proveliod during the year, the figures would, he was sure, be regarded as 
satisiactory. 

While the year under review had been characterised by political disturbances 
in Europe and universal decline of trade, business conditions in the Union, 
although quiet, had remained fairly steady. The prosperity of the country 
was dependent to a great extent upon external economic conditions, and it could 
not be expected that South Africa would escape repercussions of the depressed 
conditions caused by the unsettled state of international politics, but, by virtue 
of her geographical position and the continued expansion and prosperity of her 
most important industry, gold mining, the Union had suffered less in that respect 
than most other countries. 3 

Some indication of the maintenance of a healthy position, notwithstanding 
adverse external influences, might be found in the figures given by the Minister 
of Finance when introducing the last Budget. In place of the deficit. of £100,000 
contemplated by the Budget for 1938-39 it was estimated that the actual receipts 
and expenditure for the year would result in a surplus of £1,650,000. 

The value of the total mineral output of the Union for 1938, including the 
currency premium on gold, was approximately £98,000,000, an increase of 
£4,000,000 over the figures for 1937. .The base mineral deposits had attracted 
increasing attention during recent years. Although the trend of prices in many 
instances had been less favourable, the expansion of armament programmes in 
Europe and the ‘widening use of metals for general industrial purposes should 
ensure the maintenance of interest in the various deposits in the Union. 


GOLD MINING EXPANSION 


The establishment of fresh records in respect of the quantity of ore milled 
and the number and value of fine ounces produced afforded convincing evidence 
of continued expansion in the gold mining industry. The measure of progress 
during 1938 was especially noteworthy in that the high production figures had 
been achieved notwithstanding the fact that the average yield of 4.346 dwts. 
per ton of ore milled was the lowest on record. During recent months the steadi- 
mess of the price of gold at an average figure in the neighbourhood of the 
highest levels on record indicated that confidence in the position of gold and its

just “turn up” for Sunday evening socials? Initiation night questioning 
is, in fact, only concerned with the girl’s attitude towards the Club during 
the past month; her history had been gone into the first night she applied 
for probationary membership. After the member has been questioned, 
and certain matters have been dealt with either for or against her, the con- 
clave comes to one of three decisions: “ Yes,” “ No,” or the serving of a 
further probationary period. Permit me to state—lest some misapprehension 
arise—that there is no sitting in judgment; just precautionary measures to 
ensure that club and club member are each suited to the other. It must 
not be overlooked that some people, even though there be nothing amiss 
with them, are just not “ clubable.” ) 
Question and Answer 

Questions and comment are fair and well chosen. The answers? Well, 
I was inclined to think that it required the vast experience that Miss 
Moses has had in dealing with girls to differentiate between the definite and 
the evasive, although I feel bound to say that the better type was vastly 
predominant. 

Here are some of the questions and the variable answers:

A Really Good Play 
Unity Theatre Scores a Success 


Mr. Geoffrey Trease is an extraordinary dramatist. He has two 
plays on at the Unity Theatre, a curtain-raiser and the full-length 
play, the first of which is just as bad as the second is good. Indeed, 
the first is so bad in every way that I implore Unity to take it off at 
once; the second is so good that it should run for months, 

In “ Colony,” Mr. Trease runs completely free from the superficial clever- 
ness of “ After the Tempest.” It deals straightforwardly with the facts as 
they are, as they are officially admitted to be in the Economic Advisory 
Council’s report on Nutrition in the Colonial Empire, :.sued this week. It 
deals with real people behaving naturally and humanly. Its subject is a 
strike of cotton workers on a West Indian Island and its movement is 
white-hot with direct and reasonable action. No one is clever at anyone 
else’s expense and nothing is exaggerated. Everyone behaves reasonably 
from his own point of view and the consequent clash of interests provides 
in an intensified form the drama that goes on around every one of us 
every day of our lives. 

It is rarely that an English play to-day deals with a serious problem. 
When it does so, it usually avoids the issue in the last act. “Colony ” might 
easily have done this, for at the end of Act II, the cruiser that has been 
summoned to fire only warning shots drops a shell on the quay wall 
and floods the native quarter. The strike is called off, and governor and 
strike leader work side by side to save the women and children. The curtain 
might easily have rung down on a welter of sentimentality, instead of which, 
audience is deliberately shocked back into the reality of facing everyday 
ife. 

This play is not only sincere, but skilfully constructed, well acted. and . 
perfectly produced. But please, Unity, take off that dreadful curtain-raiser! 


** The Lantern” 
Intimate Revue From Vienna 


The Viennese Theatre Club last week presented “ Fhe Lantern,” an 
intimate revue, at the Anglo-Palestinian Club. It was unever, but the 
best of its turns were delicious. 2 

First there was a sketch called “ Five o'clock in Heaven,” in which the

A one-act play in the 
manner of Shakespeare, Ibsen, and Shaw was too superficial to be worthy 
of the company’s really deep gifts, but “ Musical Day,” in which a family 
lives through a day progressively in the manner of the great. composers, 
was delightful. The music was composed in the manner of each composer, 
withqpt actually using his score, perhaps the best being a business man 
dictating a letter to his typist in the manner of a Bach fugue. 
The company were all excellent. 


The Devil to Pay 


Miss Sayers Discusses an Old Problem 


At His Majesty’s Theatre, Miss Dorothy Sayers uses. the legend of 
Faust to discuss the old problem, “if God is both good and omnipotent, 
how can there be evil in the world?” 

Her solution, based upon Christian doctrine, is not one that can be 
fruitfully discussed in these columns, and it is perhaps best to acknow- 
ledge the dignity and craftsmanship that are never absent from her presenta- 
tion. The writing is always good, though the verse is occasionally a pale _ 
shadow of Marlow. and there are many excellent lines. There is action — 
and humour, as well as philosophy. Mr. Harcourt Williams's production, 
in one set, is excellent, but he should not in addition have taken the chief .- 
part himself. Frank Napier gives us a good medieval Mephistopheles (at 
which Anatole France would have shuddered! ), and an excellent perfornmrance 
came from David Phethean as Wagner.

Richmond Theatre presents “ Counterfeit!” a thriller in eighteen 
scenes by Cyril Butcher and Albert Arlen, The stage is divided in two, 
and Peter Dearing’s production is slick enough, but how much better 
it would be if the authors had taken the harder path and brought 
the action together! 

Even I, who am no detective, could see through it as a thriller from the

“ Professor Mamlidéck” and “I was a Captive in Nazi Germany,” 
two films banned in this country by the British Board of Film Censors, 
were this week granted certificates by the Entertainments Committee 
of the L.C.C. The approval is subject to certain cuts. 

“ Professor Mamlock ” is a Russian film-dealing with the adventures 
of a Jewish doctor in Nazi Germany. It has been shown in America, 
where it was very well received. The other film, made in Hollywood, 
is said to be a true account of how Miss Isobel Steele, a young 


American journalist, was kept in solitary confinement after being - 


arrested as a spy in Berlin.

“LE DRAME DE SHANGHAIr™—Academy (“ A” Certificate) 

A glimpse of conflicting elements in the Chinese nation is given 
in this dramatic Pabst story of three people involved in an intrigue 
which is a prelude to the “ Shanghai incident.” Propaganda for the 
new China persists, though it never intrudes itself upon the story, which 
is rather a hackneyed theme upon which the brilliant director works 
without avail. Drastic cutting would give a film full of varied incident 
and strong emotional appeal. As it is, the opening café scenes are 
slow and reminiscent of the “ Blue Angel” and the menace of the 
Chinese gangsters is too deliberate to have full effect. Louis Jouvet 
has insufficient scope to repeat any of his previous great performances, 
but is his normal, efficient self as the sinister viflain against whom 
Christiane Mardayne, a lovely though inscrutable newcomer, makes 
impassioned appeal in vain. Their daughter, Elina Labourdette, 
another newcomer, has the grace and appeal of Darrieux with infinitely 
greater emotional capacity. V. Inkijnoff is a typically unconscionable 
villain, and Raymond Rouleau an equally characteristic hero. Iwo 
Chinese, Linh Nam and Foun Sen, are chosen to express the youthful 
ideals of growing China, and they acquit themselves. creditably. 
While the picture contains all the elements of popular appeal, it is 
a pity that Pabst did not utilise his unique talent for handling crowds 
to bring home the war in China with greater effect.

BROADCASTING BAND | 


A private recital of works by Franz Reizenstein, held, by the kiad- 
ness of Sir Cecil and Lady Kisch, at 21, Pembroke Square, this week, 
attracted a number of outstanding people in the musical world, 
including Sir Arnold Bax, Harriet. Cohen, Alan Bush, Gerald 
Abraham, Ralph Hawkes, and Hubert Foss. Several outstanding 
younger musicians showed their appreciation of Reizenstein as a com- 
poser by performances in his Sonatina for Oboe and Piano (John 
Cruft), Violoncello Concerto in piano arrangement (William Pleeth), 
Partita for Recorder (or Flute) and Piano (Eve Kisch), and Prologue, 
Variations and Finale for Violin and Piano (Max Rostal). Reizenstein 
himself played the piano parts in all four works. 

Without doubt there will be ample opportunity in the future to 
discuss the importance of Reizemstein’s creative work, for this young 
musician shows every promise of going | 
from success to success. His creative gifts 
were developing at a very early age, for 
he was composing small pieces when only 
just over four, though he did not begin 
to study music in earnest until he was 
five-and-a-half. Born in Nuremberg, of a 
musical family, he seemed destined to be 
a musician, but for a couple of years he 
was led astray by mathematics, which 
science still retains its fascination for him. 
At nineteen he was sent to the Berlin 
Hochschule fiir Musik, where he studied 
piano under Kreutzer and composition 
under Hindemith. ._Those years with 
Hindemith have left him a staunch 


' admirer and disciple of the German com-

poser, and his own work reveals traces . 


-of Hindemith’s influence, though he has, 


of course, developed his own style and ways of musical expression. 
His Cello Concerto, and even more his Prologue for Violin show that 
he is more orthodox than Hindemith, more concerned with strict 
tonal values, and is capable of powerful and at times rhapsodic 
emotional expression. | 

He gave his first recital in England when twenty-two, while studying 
at the Royal College of Music, under Vaughan Williams for composi- 
tion, and Constant Lambert for conducting. At the same time he took 
a master course in conducting with Weingartner. He took hes 
A.R.©.M. degree in 1935 and completed his piano studies bya period 
with Solomon. Through recitals and broadcasts he has acquired a 
considerable reputation in this country and abroad as a pianist, and 
is equally recOgnised as a teacher of piano and composition, the latter 
with particular regard to the Hindemith method. 

Versatility is certainly one of Reizenstein’s gifts, not the most 
important, but one providing a foundation on which he is able to 
build remarkably varied forms of composition. That versatility he 
owes in part to Hindemith’s training, with its insistence upon com- 
position students knowing orchestral instruments not merely 
theoretically, but practically. IHis compositions, most of which have 
been published in England, include a Fantasy for Piano and a Wood- 
wind Quintet in 1934, Four Silhouettes for Piano and an Allegro 
Symphonico. for Orchestra in 1935, a Cello Concerto and Piano Suite 
in 1936, a Prologue, Variations, and Finale for Violin and Orchestra 
(or piano) in 1937-8, three concert pieces for Oboe and Piano in 19338, 
and an Oboe Sonatina and a Partita for Recorder.and Piano in 1939. 


-He ts at present sketching out a Concerto for Piano and Strings. 


One recent commission which he regards with justifiable pride is 
the piano reduction of Walton’s new Vidlin Concerto, a work written 
for Heifetz, which in Reizenstein’s arrangement will be published 
simultaneously with the orchestral score. These more serious 
activities have not lost him his sense of humour, which has found 
amusing and delightful outlet in his Variations on the Lambeth Walk, 
broadcast early this year, and now recorded. © 

He is regarded witp~gugat esteem by the younger generation of 
British composers, and his Partita for Recorder and Piano was com- 
misstoned for an album of new works for Recorder and Piano, which 


will include compositions by nine other young British composers, 


including Britten, Berkeley, Rawsthorne, and Darnton.

MOTORING NOTES 


AN APT SUGGESTION 


Miss R. Cohen, of Liverpool, makes a very excellent suggestion in a 
letter which | think deserves greater publicity,so | append her remarks. 

“ Whilst reading your valuable notes in the June 9 issue, I was 
particularly interested in your references to ‘ships lights.’ As the 
question of red and green lights for fixing on the near and offside of 
cars is being brought to the notice of the Ministry of Transport, I 
wonder whether an idea of mine, which I feel sure would be of great 
public value, coyld also be brought to the attention of the Ministry at 
the same time. 

“It so often happens that when doctors are hurrying by car to 
urgent cases they get caught in traffic jams, and should they move 
over to the wrong side of the road they are almost sure to be fined for 
doing so, although they may have been engaged on a life-saving 
mission. My suggestion is, that the same kind of blue light that is 
fitted to ambulances should be adapted for use on doctors’ cars, and 
should be placed on the top or the bonnet of car with perhaps a letter 
A (for ambulance) also illuminated, and if permitted a different kind 
of horn, similar to the ambulance bell. This blue light sign would 
soon become recognised by the public who would gladly give these 
special cars right of way.

a war, when A.R.P. motorists will be evacuating invalids from all over 
the country.” | 


. Owing to widespread interest in flying clubs and Civil Air Guard bases 
which are now being established in all parts of the country, aeroplanes 
with small and simple power units are becoming increasingly popular. 
A good example of this type of machine is the Chilton monoplane, 
which is fitted with a modified Ford 10 h.p. engine. 

The Chilton is a single-seater monoplane of wooden construction 
with silver spruce frame work. It has a wide track under-carriage 
with telescopic legs and low pressure tyres. The Ford engine is 
basically similar to that fitted in the “ Prefect.” It is a standard 10h.p. 
unit with special crankshaft, and incorporates many light alloy castings, 
including cylinder head, induction manifold, water connections, valve 
and timing covers. Dual ignition is provided by two magnetos firing 
two plugs per cylinder. The-engine develops 32 h.p. at 3,500 r.p.m. 

The machine weighs only 400 Ibs., has a top speed of 112 m.p.h., a 
cruising speed of 100 m.p.h., and a range of 500 miles.

Property Notes = 


The new turn in Government plans for war risks insurance is being 
welcomed by principals of building societies. The original plan, which 
would have provided for a valuation of damaged property at the time of 
damage and recompense in so far as public funds allowed at the close of 
hostilities, was considered to be only half the battle, on the ground that 
public funds might be insufficient to compensate property owners in full. 
The question also arose as to whether any allowance could be made for 
further damage between the time of the official assessment and the end of 
hostilities. While officialdom was still considering these proposals and 
Treasury experts made calculations, the private citizen had taken the law 
into. his own hands. The Property Owners’ Pragection Association was 
formed eighteen months ago to insure houses at an annual premium of 2s. 
in every £100 of the rateable value. If no war occurs before 1947, every 
penny of this will be returned. In less than two years, this scheme has 
one-seventh of the whole housing property in the country covered. Govern- 
ment officials have now conferred with representatives of the Building 
Societies’ Association, and it has been suggested that, as rents would 
decrease in war-time, householders could make some contribution to help 
the, Government.. As has already been suggested by Mr. R. Bruce 
W@herley, Managing Director of the National Building Society, hostilities 
would probably suspend all capital payments on building society mortgages.

THE PEDLAR 


BY AUNTIE 


HE Jewish pedlar is a familiar figure. In 

many cases he does not remain a pedlar 

for long, but merely starts by hawking, to 
end up as a merchant, often in a big way of 
business. I know at least two of the biggest 
businesses in this country which were started 
by Jewish pediars. It is a very old profession, 
and I propose to tell you of some of the things 
the ancient Rabbis had to say about rt. 


THe Box 


One Rabbi, Jochanan ben Nuri, was called 
the “ pediar’s box,” on account of his varied 
learning, thus indicating that the hawkers of 
those days used to travel in all kinds of fancy 
goods. Spices also seem to have been a 
favourite article for hawkers, as R. Eleazar ben 
Azaryah was called a “ basket of spices ” for a 
very similar reason to Rabbi Jochanan. There 
is a discussion in the Talmud on the question 
of restricting undesirable competition, and it 
was ruled that spice-sellers could not be pre- 
vented from. visiting what towns they liked, it 
being declared that Ezra had ordained that 
spice-sellers should be allowed to go about 
from town to town so that the daughters of 
Israel might be able to obtain cosmetics— 
“making up.” you see, is not very modern. 
The pedlar of cosmetics to women was regarded 
by the Rabbis as liable to become a man of bad 
character. Possibly the allusion in the Song of 
Songs to “ powders of the merchant” refers to 
cosmetics. .Incidentally, “ the powders of the 
merchant “ are explained as being an allusion 
to the blessings of Jacob. 


THe TALE-BEARER 


The pediars of ancient. times seem to have 
been noted as gossips and slanderers, so much 
so that the term for pedlar and that for tale- 
bearer became the same. This was long before 
Talmudic times, as we can see from the Bible. 
The merchant or pediar in the verse from the 


Song of Songs I have already quoted is 53m. 


The one who goes tale-bearing ts described in 


the Book of Proverbs as —the same 
word. The pedlar gained the favour of one 
customer by telling her what another said about 
her, and so was welcomed by those who thrived 
on slander. 


IN THE MARKET-PLACE 
You know how sometimes in the market- 


_ place a pedlar will attract a crowd round him 


by patter and thus more easily dispose of his 
wares. This, too, is a very ancient custom, for 
the Talmud tells of a Rabbi who, desiring an 
audience for a religious homily, called out, like 
the pediars: “Who wants life? Who wants 


life? 1 have the elixir of life!” and when a 


crowd gathered round him, curious to see what 
patent medicine he had to offer, he addressed 
them on the verse from the Rsalms: “ Who is 
the man who desireth life and loveth days that 
he may see good therein? Keep thy tongue 
from evil and thy lips from speaking guile: 
depart from evil and do good; seek peace and 
pursue it.” 
THE TRAVELLER 


The Jewish pedlar was a great traveller, and 
I have no doubt that much of the knowledge of 
foreign lands displayed by the Rabbis was 
derived from information conveyed by the men 
who wandered about disposing of jheir wares 
which they carried on their backs. Some of the 
Rabbis were themselves pedlars, as we can see 
from the Talmudic passage to which I have 
alluded above. Restrictions on competition 
were waived if the hawkers happened to be 
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Rabbis. fo? it was a tradition that there must 


be no limitation on the spread of knowledge. 

Indeed, there are many examples of legal 
principles being fixed as the result of a dictum 
by a travelling Rabbi who had had opportun- 
ities of acquiring knowledge not possessed by 
the sages of the place visited. The vocation of 
pedlar may be a humble calling, but the Jewish 
pediars of the past performed many useful 
functions, and it is worth noting in conclusion 
that even several parts of the British Empire 
were operied up largely as the result of the 
work of travelling Jewish traders, the descen- 
dants of the pedlars of Talmudic days.
